IS  THE  WAR   EXPED. 

As  a  defensive  war.  it  may  be ;  as  an 
o#«wue  war,  it  is  just  begun. 

We  hear  of  no  more  massacres  m  the 
heart   of    populous    counties— a    lew    of 
the   tu-itives  from  burning  and  bleedmg 
homes  "are   returning   in   October  to  the 
scenes   of   August    desolation— the    ap- 
proach of  winter  has  transformed  a  por- 
tion of  the  annuity  Sioux  from  murderers 
and  thieves   to  beggars  at  the  camp  of 
giblcv— sixty  days,  with  the  exception  of 
the  disaster  at  Birch  Coolie  and  the  vie- 
tory  of  Wood  Lake,  have  been  occupied, 
perhaps  well  employed,  in  the  indispen- 
sable preliminary  to  a  vigorous  campjiign, 
namelv,  the  release  of  the  white  captives 
—and   now   comes   the  word    from   the 
frontier  that  the   season   is  too  far  ad- 
vanced for  the  effective  pursuit  of   Little 
Crow  to  the  Yanktonnais  villages  on  the 
headwaters  of  the  James  River;  and  the 
Eastern  press  takes  up  the  cry,  (hai  the 
war  is  ended .' 

It   is   not   ended!     The  blood  of  our 
brethren   cries   to  \is    from  the  ground! 
-SMiat  the  people  of  Minnesota  demand 
i»—not  that  the  enemy  shall  retire  towards 
the  Missouri,  to  boast  in  Teton  lodges  that 
live  whites  to  one  In<lian  have  been  slain, 
and.  while  parading  their  plunder,  to  in- 
stigate another  attack  with  tenfold  num- 
bera  on  the  settlements  of  the  ^Minnesota 
and  the  Missouri :  but  that  the  w.ar  shall 
now  be  ofeusice.     Us  first  stage  is  liap- 
pily  ended— the  captives  are  released :  and 
that  obstacle  to  a  just  retribution  for  the 
untold  horrors  of  August  being  removed, 
now,  in  (iod's  mime,  let  the  columns  of 
vengean<'e  move  on!     If  the  months  of 
November,  December   and   January  are 
too  severe  for  field  opeiations,  they  can 
be  made  none  the  less  available  to  organ- 


The  Sioux  (I  prefer  thus  to  style  them, 
and  not  as  Dakotas)  who  are  east  of  the 
Missouri,  are  15,000  in  number,  or  3,000 
warriors  :  and  is  there  a  single  reader  so 
credulous,  as  to  doubt  that  they  are  all 
implicated  in  the  late  massacre  ?  A  slight 
recapitulation  of  familiar  events,  will  re- 
move  such  a  doubt,  if  it  lingers   in  any 

mind. 

1.  The  Minnesota  Sioux — designated 
in  bands  as  Mde-wakan-tons,  Wah-pe-ku- 
tcs,  Wah-petons,  and  Sissitons — have 
been  the  chief  actors  in  the  tragedy,  lead- 
infT  the  attacks  on  New  Ulm,  llidgley, 
and  Abercrombie. 

2.  Letters  from  B)Ton  M.  Smith,  and 
other  citizens  of  Dakota  territory,  impli- 
cate the  Yanktons  as  engaged  in  the  de- 
struction of  Sioux  FaUs  City,  an.l  the 
murder  of  Judge  Amidon  and  his  son. 
They  also  pillaged  in  the  vicinity  of  Yank- 
ton and  Fort  Randall.  These  acts,  and 
others  of  the  same  nature,  afford  ample 
<rrounds  for  declaring  all  treaties  with  the 
Yanktons  forfeited. 

3.  The    Yanktonnais,  who    infest  the 
head-waters  of  the  James  River,  and  the 
coulees  of  Minniwakan  or  Devil's  Lake, 
have  been  identified  as  engaged  in  the  as- 
saults upon  Fort  Abercrombie  :  and  Judge 
Flandrau  gives  good  reasons  for  the  opin- 
ion that  some  of  them  were  in  the  battle 
of  New  Ulm.     They  have  never  been  at 
peace  with  the  United  States  ;  while  every 
train   from  Selkirk,  passing   west  of  the 
Red  River,  is  in  danger  from  their  treach- 
erous assaults.  The  village  of  St.  Joseph, 
near  Pembina,  occupied  by  an  industrious 
and  religious  people,  has  been   depopula- 
ted for  want  of  the  protection  due  by  our 
o-ovemmcnt.     American  citizen.*?,  among 
them   Mrs.  Spencer,  a   missionary,  have 
been  killed  in  their  houses  and  gardens  at 
St.  Josejih  by  the  Yanktonnais,     Letters 
from  Captain  Fisk's  party  contained  ac- 
counts of  their  outrages  upon  wliite  tra- 
ders and  an  Assinniboin  camp,  near  Fort 
Union  in  August  last.     They  are  not  only 
the  scourge  of  the  American  valley  of  the 
Red  River :  but,  hitherto,  have  been  the 
terror  of  our  neighbors  at   Selkirk.     If 
ever  a  casKS  belli  was  established  against 
a  tribe  of  savages  then  these  Northern 
Sioux  bands  have  amply  deserved  the  ret- 
ribution which  is  in  store  for  them. 

When  Gen.  Pope  (then  Capt.  Pope) 
visited  Minnesota  in  1849,  his  military 
eve  selected  Pembina  ^fountain,  over- 
looking the  (since)  doomed  village  of  St. 
Joseph,  as  an  eligible  site  for  a  military 
post  to  restrain  the  Yanktonnais  from 
these  depredations,  and,  in  his  report,  he 
pointed  to  the  half-blood  population  ol 


opinion  that  tJie  Sioux  war  is  not  ended — 
on  the  contrary,  that  it  is  just  begun.  Its 
conduct  is  in  good  hands.  Let  us  hope 
and  pray  that  they  are  not  paralyzed.

GEX.  WARREX'S   VIEWS  OV  A  SIOUX    CAM- 
PAIGN. 

Before  dismissing  the  immediate  topic 
of  the  war,  I  hope  to  be  excused  for  re- 
peating the  language  of  Lieutenant  (now 
General)  G.  K.  Warren,  as  expressed  to 
Government  in  his  Report  of  1859  : 

"  There  are  many  inevitable  causes  at  woric," 
he  says,  •'  to  produce  a  war  with  tlio  Dakotaa  be- 
fore many  years. 

"  The  Black  Hills  is  the  great  point  in  their  tir. 
ritory  at  which  to  strike  all  the  Teton  Dakota*, 
except  the  Brules  and  Okandandas.    Hero   they 
can   assemble    their     largast    force,    and    here 
I   believe   tliey   would  make  a    stand.    In    tlie 
event  of  another  outbreak,  a  post  should  be  es- 
tablished at  the  mouth  of  the  Sheyeune.  on  the 
north  side,  from  wlncli  to  operate  simultaneously 
with  troops  from  Fort  Laramie.    From  both  of 
these  points  wagon  trains  could  move  with  ease, 
and  suppUes  could  be  sent  to  the  troops  in  the  liold. 
Tliese  operations  would  undoubtedly  bring  on  a 
battle,  where  the  superiority  of  the  weapons  of 
civilized  warfare  would  secure  a  victory  to  us. 
They  will  not,  I  think,  permit  the  occupation  of 
the  vicinity  of  these  hills  without  offering  a  de- 
termined resistance.    Driven    from    these    they 
must  go  north  towards  the  Missouri,  where  a  still 
better  field  to  operate  against  them  will  be  found, 
as  this  region  is  in  every  way  practicable.    In  this 
event  it  might  become  necessary  to  establish  a 
temponiry  post  alwve  the  Sheycnne,  and  a  most 
suitable  and  effective  location  is  to  be  found  near 
Long  I^ke,  on  the  Missouri. 

'•  Those  who  may  take  refuge  in  the  ravinesand 
fastnesses  along  the  Niobrara,  or  In  the  sand 
Uiils,  could  be  operated  against  from  Forts  Uan- 
aall.Kearnev  and  I^ramie.  Should  the  Isauties 
aud  Ihauktonwans  be  hostile  at  the  same  time  as 
the  Titonwans,  they  should  bo  operated  against 
from  Fort  llidgley. 

•'  It  will  be  perceived  that  in  this  plan  I  liave 
considered  a  war  with  all  the  Dakotas  to  be 
on  our  hands,  which  at  no  distant  day  is  proba- 
ble and  that  there  will  be  reciuired  a  number  of 
columns  and  a  very  large  force  to  successfully  op- 
erateover  so  much  country.  These  columnsneod 
not  to  exceed  iu  any  case  a  strength  of  400  men. 
aud  these  should  be  subdivided  so  as  to  beat  up 
the  country  as  much  as  possible,  and  endeavor  to 
draw  the  Indians  into  an  i>ng:igement  where  they 
may  have  some  hope  of  success.  With  proper 
troops  and  commanders  we  need  not  even  then 
fear  the  result. 

"  The  movement  of  large  compact  columns  is 
necessarily  slow  and  can  easily  be  avoided,  which 
the  least  mUitary  skill  teaches  the  Indians  to  do. 
The  war  once  begun  should  not  be  stopped  till 
r!i**y  are  effectually  humbled  and  made  to  feel  the 
full  power  and  force  of  the  government,  whidi  is 
a  thing  in  which  the  northern  Dakotas  are  en- 
tirely wanting. 

"  I  believe  a  vigorous  course  of  actio*  would  be 
quite  as  humane  as  any  other,  ai>d  nuich  more 
economical  and  eflectual  in  the  eiwl.  With  proper 
arrangerat'nts  tiie  Assiniboin*  and  Crows  aud 
Pawnees  could  be  made  most  nseful  allies  In  a 
war  with  the  northern  Dakotas.  I  sec  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  be  employed  against  each 
other,  aud  thus  spare  the  lives  of  the  whites."

I  anticipated  in  a  communication  to  the 
PuES.s  of  August  29,  that  "  the  Dakotah 
nation,  wherever  scattered,  would  be  in- 
volved in  this  war."     This  was   an  infer- 
ence from  the  hostile  disposition   of  the 
Missouri  Siou.x,  as  reported  in   18o9,   by 
Lieut.  G.  K.  Warren,  but   since  August 
we  have  abundant  evidence  that  the  out- 
break was  largely,  if  not  exclusively,  by 
the   instigation   of    Southern  emissaries. 
Gkn.  Elliott,  who  has  just  returned  from 
the  execution  of  Gen.  Pope's   orders  on 
the  Missouri,    reports  positively   to   this 
effect,  and  Senator  Rice,    while  at  Ray- 
field,  wrote,  and  since   is   accustomed  to 
affirm,  that  the  difficulties  with  the  Chip- 
pewas  can  be  traced  to  the  machinations 
of  Southern  "  rebels  and  traitors." 

As  before  stated,  the  area  from  wliich 
the    Dakota    nation    excludes    all   other 
Indian  tribes  is  2()0,(K)0  square  miles,  or 
five  times  the  size  of  Ohio,  and  their  total 
population  is  30,000,  or  G.OO<J  warriors, 
of  whom  half  live  in  the  vieinity   of  tlie 
Black  Hills,  west  of  the  Missouri   river. 
.    The  Minnesota  Dakotas  number  6,200,  or 
1,210    warriors.       The    Yanktons     and 
Yanktonnais  occupy  most  of  the  territory 
between  the  western  boundar)-  of  Minne- 
sota and  the  Missouri  river.     The  Yank- 
tons number  2,880,  or  .j7G  warriors.  The 
Yanktonnais  number  G,400  or  1,280  war- 
riors, and   range  as  far  north  as  Devil's 
Lake,  and   seldom  below  the   latitude  of 
Riv  Stone  Lake. 


national  frontier  will  doubtless  receive 
the  appropriation*  which  has  been  the 
topic  of  repeated  memorials  by  the 
Minnesota  Legislature  to  Congress,  and 
if  the  villainous  Yanktonnais  are  not  suf- 
fered to  go  unwhipt  of  justice,  I  hope  to 
hear,  with  the  first  grass  of  1860, 
that  Joseph  Rolette,  mounted  on  his 
favorite  Fireaway,  is  gallantly  charging 
at  the  head  of  a  squadron  recruited  with 
the  blessing  of  Saint  lionifacc  upon  the 
Yanktonnais'  encampments. 

4.  So  much   for  the   Sioux  east  of  the 
Missouri   and  who  immediately  threaten 
the  valleys  of  the   Big  Sioux,  the  Upper 
Minnesota  and    the    Red    River  of  the 
North.     As    to  the  Tetons.    or  the  body 
equally  numerous,  who  range  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  Black  Hills,   I  sliall  not  repeat 
niv  fonuer   citations   from   Lieut,    (now 
Brigadier   General)    Warren's   report  ol 
1858-9.       It   is   sufficient  to  say  that  he 
represents  them  as  implacably  hostile — as 
determined,  notwithstanding  their  punish- 
ment in  1855   by   Gen.  Harney,   to  seize 
the  first  opportunity   to   renew  the  war ; 
and  that,    in   tlie   summer   of  1857,   at  a 
grand  council    on    the  Shayenne  of  the 
Missouri  (as  a  chief  informed  Lieut.  War- 
ren) their  "  hearts    felt  strong  at  seeing 
how   numerous  they   were,    and   if  they 
went  to  war  again  they  would  not  yield  so 
easy  as  they  did  before." 

As  these  Teton  Sioux — especially  the 
Brules  and  Okandandas — range  as  far 
South  as  the  Platte  River,  threatening  the 
Overland  Route  even  to  the  South  Pass, 
I  have  no  doubt  that  they  are  responsible 
for  some  of  the  many  outrages  on  emi- 
grant trains  in  that  direction,  of  which 
the  nev.'spapers  give  accounts.  Unques- 
tionably, the  hostile  demonstrations  near 
Fort  Pierre — a  point  on  the  Missouri 
river  about  120  miles  east  of  the  Black 
Hills — reported  in  the  St.  Louis  papers, 
of  wliich  intelligence  was  brought  in  Sep- 


proclamation  makes  emancipation  pros 
pective,  limits  it  to  the  States  in  rebellion, 
and  gives  even  to  those  States  the  oppor- 
tunity to  escape  it  by  returning  to  their 
allegiance  before  the  first  of  January. 
The  President  has  had  regard,  without 
doubt,  to  pubhc  opinion,  in  this  as  in  all 
his  acts.  That  is  one  of  the  elements 
that  no  wise  ruler  can  safely  leave  out  of 
calculation,  especially  in  an  emergency 
like  tliis.  TJie  statesmanship  that  looks 
only  at  abstract  theories  is  the  statesman- 
ship of  confusion  and  ruin.  It  will  do  for 
a  plaything  in  peaceful  times,  not  for  ac-

But  emancipation  was  not  a  sudden 
affair  with  the  President.  There  is  offi- 
cial proof  that  he  has  long  held  it  in  con- 
sidei-ation  as  one  of  the  measures  to  be 
adopted  against  the  rebellion.  In  his 
order  revoking  Gen.  Hunter's  proclama- 
tion of  freedom  he  intimated  that  he  re- 
served that  measure  to  himself  whenevtjr 
he  should  consider  it  proper.  In  his 
message  recommending  compensated 
emancipation,  he  said : 

"  If  resistance  (to  federal  authoritv)  continues, 
The  war  must  also  continue,  and  it  is  impossible 
to  foresee  all  tlif  incidents  wliich  may  attend, and 
all  the  ruin  which  may  follow  it.  Such  as  may 
iccin  inilispeniable,  or  may  obviously  promise 
grout  efficiency  towards  ending  the  struggle, 
must  and  will  come." 

There  is  no  mistaking  the  meaning  of 
this.  In  the  opinion  of  the  President  the 
time  has  now  fully  come  when  the  pros- 
pective declaration  of  emancipation  does 
"  obviously  promise  great  efficiency  to- 
wards ending  the  struggle."  That  is 
reason  enough  for  the  proclamation,  and 
those  who  accuse  him  of  issuing  it  "under 
pressure"  do  him  a  great  wrong.  It  was 
the  most  honest  and  consciehtious  act  of 
his  life,  as  it  will  prove  in  its  results  the 
most  important  of  his  official  career. — 
Springfeld  Republican.

Have  one-fifth  of  our  certain,  or  one- 
tenth  of  our  probable,  enemies  done  so  ? 
I  doubt  if  he  has  received  the  submission 
of  2,<X)0  souls,  all  told,  or  5<J0  warriors. 
If  so,  six- sevenths  of  the  savages  east  of 
the  Missouri,  wi'h  all  of  whom  the  war  is 
flnip'ant,  remain  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  question  so  vital  to  Minnesota  and 
the  Northwest — What  will  Government  do 
with  the  war  ? — I  do  not  propose  to  con- 
sider ;  except  respectfully  to  ask  on  be- 
half of  tlHj  Minnesota  Historical  Society, 
that  any  Hag  of  truce  hitherto  in  use  on 
the  Upper  Minnescta,  may  be  consigned 
by  the  careful  hands  of  Lieut.

30;  supposed  to  have 
been  wounded  at  Wood  Lake,  about  40, 
—making  in  all  about  500  wamorg  ac- 
counted for,  and  leaving  250,  besides  the 
K»0  in  White  Lodge  and  Sleepy  Eyes' 
Band  of  Lower  Sissetons.  who  committed 
the  Lake   Sheteck  massacres,   yet  to  be 
found  and  dealt  with.     This  estimate  em- 
braces  all  the  bands  below  Big  Stone 

Lake. 

The  Sioux  Indian  warriors  above  are 
believed  by  those  who  have  the  greatest 
fiicilities  for  knowing  to  be  about  as  fol- 
lows :  Sissetons  of  Standing  Buffalo , 
Wanata  and  Red  Feathers,  with  other 
smaller  bands  at  Big  Stone  Lake  and 
Lake  Traverse,  450;  Eyanktonas,  inclu- 
ding Cut  Heads  and  Onkpatons,  800. 
The  latter  may  be  somewhat  under  esti- 
mated, but  they  cannot  in  any  event  ex- 
ceed I'XXJ  warriors.  To  these  may  be 
added  about  400  Missouri  Yauktons,  with 
whom  the  Eyanktonas  are  intimately  con- 
nected, and  by  whom  they  could  be 
readily  reinforced.  This  would  make  an 
at't^recate  force  of  2,200  warriors. 

On  the  14th  an  expedition  was  sent  out 
under  the  command  of  Lt.  Col.  Marshall 
with  six  days  provisions  in  quest  of  Indi- 
ans supposed  to  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Big  Stone  Lake,  which  had  not  been 
heard  from  when  our  informants  left.

On  the  following  day,  un- 
der ilajor  General  Ord,  these  forces  ad- 
vanced with  unsurpassed  gSllantrv,  driv- 
ing the  enemy  back  across  the   Hatchie, 
o^'e^  ground  where  it  is  almost  incredible 
that  a  superior  force  should  be   diven  by 
an  inferior,  capturing  two  of  the  batteries 
(eight  guns,)  many  hundred   small  arms, 
and  several  hundred  |)risoiieis. 

To  those  two  divisions  of  the  army  all 
praise  is  due,  and  will  be  awarded  by  a 
grateful  country. 

Between  them  there  should  be,  and  1 
trust,  are,  the  warment  bonds  brother- 
tiood.  Each  was  risking  life  in  the  same 
cause,  and,  on  this  occasion,  risking  it 
also,  to  save  and  assist  tlie  other.  No 
troops  could  do  more  than  these  separated 
armies.  Each  did  all  possible  for  it  to  do 
in  the  tilaces  assigned  it. 

As  m  all  great  battles,  so  in  this,  it 
becomes  our  fate  to  mourn  the  loss  ol 
many  brave  and  faithful  officers  and  sol- 
diers, who  have  given  up  thier  lives  a 
sacrifice  for  a  great  principle.  The  nation 
mourns  for  them.

Becortl. 

Correspondence  of  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

Washington,  October  13.— The  late 
marches  of  General  Stuart   and   of  Gen- 
eral Pleasanton,  as  reported  from  Harris- 
burg,  (the  first  ninety-six  miles  in  twenty- 
four  hours,    and   the   last    seventy-eight 
miles  in  the  same  time,)   surpasses   any- 
thintr  of  military  record.     It  is  stated  in 
General  Halleck's  work  on  Military  An 
and  Science  that  Caes.u-   marched  the  le- 
gions from  Rome  to   Sierra  Morena  m 
Spain,  at  the  rate   of  twenty    leagues  a 
day.     In  tho  campaign  of  IbOO,  Macdon- 
ald,  wishing  to  prevent  the  escape   of   an 
enemy,    in   a   single   day   marched  forty 
miles,  crossing  rivers  and  chmbing  moun- 
tains.    Clansel,  after  the  battle  of  Sala- 
manca, retreated  forty   miles   m  twelve 
hours.     In    1814  Napoleon,  wishing  to 
form  a  junction  with  other  troops   for  the 
succor  of  Paris,   marched   his   army   the 
distance  of  seventy-five  miles  in  thirty-six 
hours.     On  the  day  of  the  battle  of  Tala- 
vcra.    General    Crawford,    fearing    that 
Wellington  was   hard  pressed,   made   a 
forced  march  with   three   thousand   men 
the  distance  of  sixty-two  miles  in  twenty- 
six  hours.     In  1803  Wellington's  cavalry 
in   India  marched  the   distance  of  sixty 
miles  in   twenty-two   hours.     It   is  said 
that  the  English  cavalry  under  Lord  Lake 
marched    seventy    miles   in  twenty-four 

hours.  TT  II     u 

As  a  general  rule,  says  Gen.  llalleck, 
troops  marching  for  many  days  in  suc- 
cession, ^.•ill  move  at  the  rate  of  from 
Hftcen  to  twenty  miles  per  day.  In 
forced  marches,  or  in  pursuit  of  a  Hying 
enemy,  thev  will  average  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five'  miles  a  day.  Only  for  two  or 
three  days  in  successions,  with  favorable 
roads,  thirtv  miles  a  day  may  be  calcu- 
lated on.  'When  marches  beyond  this 
occ-ur,  they  are  the  result  of  extraordmaiy 

circumstances.

We  publish  in  another  place  an  article 
from  the  Winona.  Republican,  announcing 
that  "the  Indian  war  is  practically  ter- 
minated," which,  in  its  general  scope  and 
bearing  seems  to  us  based  on  a  very  m- 
adequate  appreciation  of  the  nature  and 
cflfects  of  the  Sioux  insurrection,  and  ol 
the  me^ans  necessary  for  the  future  secu- 
rity of  the  State  from  a  similar  disaster. 
The  Indian  outbreak  was  a  raid  to  be 
sure— but  unfortunately  it  was  a  very  suc- 
cessful raid ;  and  from  the  Indian  point 
of  view— from  the  first  bold  and  sudden 
stroke  to  the  final  escape  of  Little  Crow 
and  his  murderous  crew  to   the  Western 
plains,  it  has   been  a  series  of  masterly 
triumphs.     Wherever  that  ruthless  chief 
tain  goes,  he  carries  with  him  from  camp 
to  camp  through  the  wide-spread  nation 
of  Dakotas,  the  story  and  the  trophies  of 
his  marvelous  exploits,    and  he  wUl  be 
hailed  around  a  hundred  council  fires  as 
the  Alfred  ui  the  Dakotas. 

Every  one  of  these  fugitive  assassins  is 
an  emissarj-  of  future    vengeance,   and 
wherever  be  recounts  his  bloody  feats, 
delighted  audiences  will  revel  in  the  de- 
tails of  massacre  and  pillage,  and  imbibe 
a  tierce  ambition  to  emulate  and  surpass 
the  heroes  of  Chanshasha  and  Pajutazee. 
Let  no  one  imagine  then  that  the  Sioux 
war  has  ended.    It  has  ended  for  the  time 
being,  in  our  own  State,  but  it  has  only 
begun  so  far  as  any  effectual  crushing  of 
the  power   or  suppression  of  the  hostile 
disposition  of   the    Sioux   is  concerned, 
in  the  territory  adjacent  to  our   frontier. 
We  do  not  underrate  the  the  successes  of 
General  Sibley.     With  the  condign  pun- 
ishment of  the  guilty  villains  in  his  hands,

—  The  victory  under  Gen.  Rosecrans 
was  one  of  the  most  complete  of  the  war. 
The  more  we  learn  of  it  the  more  brilliant 
it  appears.     The  enemy  routed  at  Co- 
rinth, were  unmercifully  mauled  on  the 
Hatchie  river,   they   were  pursued   until 
the  9th,  when  the  chase  was  abandoned. 
We  took  from  2,000  to   3,000  prisoners, 
secured  thousands  of  stands  of  arms,    a 
dozen  or  more  heavy  guns,  and  the  great- 
er part  of  their  supply  train.     This  glo- 
rious result  cannot  faU  to  have  a  poten- 
tial influence  upon  the  war  in  the  South- 
west.    If  Gen.  Buell  only  follows  up  his 
success  of  last  week,  and  defeats  the  com- 
bined   rebel    forces    in    Kentucky,    the 
"  heavy  business  "  of  squelching  the   re- 
bellion in  the  Valley   ofthe  Mississippi 
will  have  been  completed.

We  were  on  the  reserve, in  the  town,  whfn  we

In  an  article  in  the  Minneapolis  Atlas, 
which  was  not  received  at  this  office,  and 
which  has  only  just  been  brought  to  our 
notice.  Colonel  Aldrich.  it  seems,  has  at 
last  undertaken  to  defend  himself  from 
the  charge  of  being  a  defaulter  to  the 
United  States  Government. 

He  is  prudent  enough  to  plead  guilty 
to  the  indictment,  so  far  as  to  acknowl- 
edge the  existence  of  a  long  standing 
Government  claim  against  him.  but  at- 
tempts to  break  the  damaging  force  of  re- 
sulting implication  by  pretending  that  the 
claim  is  in  litigation,  and  that  its  validity 
rests  upon  the  issue  of  a  question,  now 
pending,    about   the   legality  of    certain 

fees. 

Now  we  wish  to  say.  once  lor  all,  that 
we  are  authorized  to  deny,  and,  with  a 
full  knowledge  of  the  facts,  do  deny,  that 
any  question  or  unsettled  principle  of  law 
or  practice  is  involved  in  the  Government 
claim  against  him.  in  any  manner  what- 
soever. He  knows  very  well  that  this  de- 
fense is  a  pure  fiction,  without  the  re- 
motest shadow  of  a  foundation. 

He  knows  very  well  ( 1 )  that  the  alleged 
.question  is  not  involved  in  the  case,  and 
(2)  that  if  it  was  involved  it  was  long  ago 
settled  unequivocally  against  him  by  a  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court. 

A  fortnight   ago  we   proposed  to  Mr. 
Alviiich  a   very   simple   and  expeditious 
method  of  disproving  the  charge  that  he 
was  a  defaulter.     We  proposed  that  he 
should  write  a  letter  to  Col.  Elisha  Whit- 
tlesey, tbe  present   Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  who  held  the  same  office  when 
be  was  a  Land  Officer  in  Illinois,  and  put 
the  question  to  him  whether  he  (Aldrich) 
was   guilty   of  the   crime  we  had  laid  to 
bis  charge,  and  to  publish  his  reply. 

We   challenged   him   to   this  test  and 
promised  to  abide  the  issue.     At  the  same 
we  confidently  predicted  that  he  would  not 
accept   a  proposition  the  result  of  which 
he  knew  would  be  fatal  to  his  private  and 
public  character.     The   result  has  shown 
that  we  judged  correctly.     Ample  time 
has  elapsed  since  then  to  have  obtained 
from  Washington   a   «.'omplete  refutation 
of  our  charges,   if  they  had  been  capable 
of  refutation.     That  they   cannot  be  re- 
futed is  amply   demonstrated  by  his  refu- 
sal to  submit  to  the  specified   test.     The 
public  will  now  understand   that   he  has 
virtually  confessed  his  guilt,    and  to  that 
issue  we  hold  him. 

Wben  we  prophesied  that  he  would  not 
accept  our  proposition  for  a  reference  of 
onr  charges  to  the  only   tribunal  capable 
of  promptly  deciding  them ;  we  also  pre- 
dicted tliat  he   would   not  prosecute   his 
threatened  suit  for  libel.     Both  these  re- 
markable prognostications  have  been  ful- 
filled to  the  letter.     Now  we  will  make 
another,  to  wit :  In  two  weeks  from  now 
even   "Bill  King"   will  be  ashamed  to 
support  him  as  a  candidate  for  any  public 
office  whatever,  much  less  for  the  exalted 

position  of  United  States  Senator.

pedition.andthe  State  authorities  deserve 
frreat  credit  for  the  achievement  of  sueh 
decisive  results,  solely  upon  the  slender 
mflitary  resources  of  the  State  itself  and 
without  assisUnce  from  abroad.  But 
these  successes  are  the  merest  prelimi- 
naries to  the  work  before  our  forces. 

The  Sioux  of  Minnesota    have    been 
met.  beaten  and  taken  prisoners  or  driven 
from  the   State.     Our   State  authorities 
have  thus  nearly  consummated  the  objects 
of  the   campaign  under  their   direction. 
But  over  all  the   adjacent  territory   of 
Dakotah.  powerful  and  disaffected  bands 
of  this  fierce  tribe   yet  roam   unsubdued, 
and  as  long  as  they  are  left  to   wander  at 
will  in  their  i>resent  stattts,  they  constitute 
a    perpetual    menace   to    our     borders. 
Other  tribes  have  given  evidence   of  dis- 
affection, and  the  reduction  of  all  these 
dangerous  elements  to  complete  subjec- 
tion was  the  work  assigned  to   General 
Pope  in  the  creation  of  the  Department 
of  the  Northwest. 

Until  Little  Crow  and  every  one  of  his 
assassin  horde  are  deUvered  up  and  hung 
as  high  as  Haman— until  the  Sioux  nation  | 
from  Fort  Ridgley  to  the   Rocky   Moun- 
tains, is  taught  by   a  comprehensive   ex-

n'ervous  and  timid  woman  on  our  farthest 
frontier,  will  be  forever  relieved  from  the 
most  remote  apprehension  of  danger  from 
Indians  of  anv  tribe ;  and  this  can  only 
be  accomplished  by  the  removal  of  every 
livinc  Indian  from  the  State  and  their 
Lianrpkntailou  to  some  remote  locality 
where  thev  can  be  placed  under  strict 
miliury  control.  The  people  of  this 
State  will  not  tolerate  their  presence  or 
their  neighborhood. 

Thev  must   be   henled   in   an    eternal 
Siberian  exile,  and  locked  up  in  lines  of 
military  posts  like  wild  beasts  in  a  mena- 
gerie. '  The  people  of  Minnesota,  and  the 
whole  Northwest,  will  accept  no  conclii- 
sion  of  hostilities  except  upon  this  condi- 
tion     The  whites   or  the   Indians   must 
quit  the  State.     It  will  not  do  to  tell  us 
these   Indians  are  friendly,  and  those  are 
well   disposed,  and  others    are   penitent 
and   anxious    for  peace   and  protection. 
The  Sioux  have  taught  us  how  to  estimate 
these  appearances   of    friendship.     It  is 
their  friendship  only  that  we  have   any 
occasion  to   dread.     It  is  from  the  clear 
skv  of  peace  that  the  thunderbolt  ot  In- 
dian treachery  falls  upon  the  heads  of  his 

victims. 

We  have  found  them  out ;  and  hence- 
forth, as  long  as  an  Indian  lives  in  Min- 
nesota, the  spectre  of  midnight  miirder 
and  rape  will  haunt  every  household  m 
the  State,  and  the  shadow  of  his  presence 
will  fall  like  a  blight  upon  every  acre  ol 
our  soil.     He  must  go.  then,  or  perish. 
That  is  the   fixed  determination  of  our 
people.     They  will  have  neither  truce  nor 
compromise — nothing  short  of   the    ex- 
termination or  removal  of  this  brutal  and 
treacherous  race  from  the  soil  they  have 
made  red  and  black  with  the  blood  of  our 
citizens   and  the  ruins  of  their  homes. 
These  views  we  believe  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  purpose  of  Pope's 
plan  of  operations.     A  long  experience 
on  the  frontier  has  taught  him  the  nature 
of  his  enemy.     His  measures  have  been 
grounded   on   a   comprehensive  view   of 
public  policy,  and  on  a  large  and  generous 
svmpathv  for  our  young  State  and  its  fu- 
ture.    It  does  not.   then,   behoove  the 
press  of  this  State  to  censure  a  policy  so 
vitally  important  to  our  prosperity,  and 
which,  however  it  may  be  regarded  by 
distant  spectators,  is  entitled  at  least  to 
our  cordial  support  and  co-operation.

Thus,  the  Indian  war,  as  we   have  al- 
ready affirmed,  is  practically  brought  to 
a  clo'se.     This  result  has  been   achieved 
by  the  troops  of  our  own  State — and  only 
a    small    portion    of    these     have   been 
actually  engaged.     It  was  accomplished, 
too,  under  the   military  direction  of  our 
State  authorities,    and  to   them,    rather 
than   to   (ien.    Pope,  belongs   whatever 
honor  or  credit  should  atUch  ttj  the  cam- 
pai<Tn      Yet,  notwithstanding  these  facts, 
welind  that  Gen.  Pope  continues  to  mass 
a  large  army   in  this    State,   as   if    the 
changed  circumstances  of  the  case  did  not 
demand  a  contrary  policy.     In  addition 
to  the  volunteer   regiments  ol  our   own 
State,  ready  for   service  in  anv  field,  and 
numbering  not  less  than  5,00C  men,  and 
a  regiment  of  three  months  cavalry  also 
recruited  in  the  State,  two  regioaents  have 
been  called  for  from  abroad. 

The  Twentv-fifth  Wisconsin   regiment, 
and   the   Twenty-seventh  Iowa,    both  ol 
which  had  been  under  marching  orders  for 
the  South,  had  their  destination  changed 
to  Minnesota,  and   are  now  in  the  State. 
So  that  there  cannot  be  less  than  8.000 
men  now  in  the  field,  or  preparing  to  go, 
against  a  beggariy  force  of  not  more  than 
^  Indians,  who  are  almost  reduced  to 
starvation,    and  are    daily    surrendering 
themselves   to  our    military   authorities. 
Of  the  expenditures  of  money  necessary 
to  keep  this  anny  in  the  field,  we  cannot 
speak  with  certainty,    but    the   amount 
must  be  very  larg«,  as   is   evidenced  by 
the  supplies  advertised  for  by  Gen.  Pope's 
Quartermaster.     Contracts  for  immense 
quantities  of  lumber  are  now  being  giving 
out,  and  barracks  are  to  be  erected  capa- 
ble of  accommodating,  during  the  winter, 
the  troops  enumerated  above. 

What  benefits  to  the  countirj',  or  to  the 
State  at  large,  are  to  be  derived  from  a 
continuance  of  this  state  of  affairs  ?

As  there  were  men,  who,  in  1776, 
sought  to  defeat  that  "  prochimation  of 
the  universal  emancipation  of  man  from 
the  thraldom  of  man,"  so  now,  there  are 
those  endeavoring  iu  every  way  to  neutral- 
ize the  effects  of  the  present  proclamation 
by  prating  of  the  Constitutional  rights  ol 
slavery  and  treason ;  but  let  such  men 
remember  the  fate  of  the  "skulking  neu- 
trals," and  the  stickles  for  "  righful  au- 
thority" in  1776,  ere  joining  m  givmg  aid 
and  comfort  to  the  traitor  chiefs.

The  different  wings  of  the  opposition 
are  now  consolidated  under  the  name  of 
People's  Party,  and  nominated  Hon.

-aVned  the  time  he  needed.  Grant  that 
he  did  not  accomplish  his  whole  purpose  ;

By  the  wise    matter, 
locic  that  converted  that  failure  into  suc- 
cess for  McClellan,  much  more  was  Per- 
ryville  a  success  for  Bragg.     McClellan, 
compelled  under  the  pressure  of  an  over- 
whelming attack  to  abandon  his  positions 
claimed,  as  he  deserved.praise.for  doiiigit 
without  losing  his  army.   But  Bragg,  after 
pcr-forming  a  far  more  dangerous  invasion 
tl.;;ii  .McClellan,  in  the  face  of  a  far  supe- 
rior antagonist,  accomplished  the  purpose 
of  his  coming  and  was  subjected  to   no 
compulsions    in  the   matter  of  retirmg, 
when  pursued,  he,  too,  repelled  the  pursu- 
er and   went   on   in   safety.     If  We  call 
McClellan's   successful   abandonment  ol 
his  plan  of  invasion  a  victory,  what  name 
.ihall  we  reserve   for   Braggs's   successful 
accomplishment  of  his  plan  of  invasion, 
and   his  equally   successful    escape   Irom 
lluell's  overwhelmingly   superior   army. 
Considered  simply  as  a  battle,   without 
regarding  also  either   its   antecedents  or 
consequents  it  stood  thus :  We    were  at- 
tacked,   we    lost    largely    in    prisoners, 
largely  in  killed  and  wounded,  and  some- 
what in  material  of  war ;  we  had  portions 
of  our  force  badly  cut  up„and  routed ; 
and  we  were  compelled  to  fall  back  a  little 
from  our  first  positions.     The  rebels  held 
their  ground  till   nearly  morning,   and 
took    scores   of  prisoners    through    the 
rii'Wit,  from  our  men,    wandering   out  to 
the  battle  field  ;  they  lost  far   less  m  pri- 
soners than  we,  and  in  all  probaliility  no 
more  in  killed  and   wounded  ;  and  when 
they  retired  they  did  it  unmolested. 

Considered  m  its  relations  to  the  cara- 
nai«m,  the  battle  was  a  partial  accomplish- 
Inent  of  the  rebel  purposes,  while  it  did 
little  or  nothing  toward  furthering  the 
accomplishment  of  ours.  They  delayed 
us,  took  prisoners  and  spoils,  and  got  oil 
their  wagon  trains.  They  failed  to  anni- 
hilate McCook's  corps,  as  thev  had  doubi- 
less  hoped  and  intended.  On  our  part 
we  got  a  stinging  rebuff  for  pi-essiiig  too 
close  on  their  heels,  and  made  little  else 
outofthe  vigor  of  our  pursuit. 

So  the  books  foot  up.  If  the  rebels 
have  littU'  cause  for  rejoicing  at  a  balance 
in  their  favor,  we  have  less  for  satisfaction 
at  the  showing  on  our  side.

Our  telegraphic  "olumns  contain  a  let- 
ter purporting  to  have   been  written   by 
Gen.  Scott  to  Secretary  Seward,    a  year 
ago  last  march.     It  was  read  at  t'ue  Dem- 
ocratic mass   meetmg   in   New  York  on 
Monday  evening.     As    singular    as  the 
letter  will  be  found  to  be    in    some    re- 
spects, its  production  at  that  meeting,  un- 
der all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  must 
be  regarded  as  still  more   singular.     The 
most  obvious  inference  is  that  it  was  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Se\vard  himself,    either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly.     But  it  is  too  much 
to  suppose  Uiat   Mr.    Seward  would  put 
liimsclf  in  communication  with   a   radical 
Democratic  uiecting.  much  less  supply   it 
with  material  suceptible  of  an  interpreta- 
tion   adverse  to   the  Administration,    of 
which  he  is  a  leading  member — or  that  he 
is  the  kind  of  man  to   keep   such    loose 
control  of   his    private   correspondence, 
that  it  is  Ukely  to  slip  out  of  his  hands 
entirely.     But  this  is  a  matter  that  ought 
to  be  cleared  up,    and  we  trust  it  will  be. 
As  to  the  letter  itself,  it   bears  all  the 
marks  of  having  been    written  eighteen 
months  ago,    when   the  dimensions   and 
spuit  ofthe  rebellion  were  but  imperiect- 
ly  understood .     The  third  plan  suggested 
by  Gen.  Scott  sufficiently  evidences  this, 
for  it  is  now  seen  by  all  that  3)0.000  men 
never  could  have  accomplisiied   the   mill 
tary   work   of  the  Government.

THE  UHMOVAL  OF  THE  INDI.1>'S  FROM  Tlir. 
ST.VTi:. 

The  prosecution  of  the  Sioux  war,  with 
the  vi-'-or  and  results  indicated  by  Gen. 
Warren,  and  proposed  by  Gen.  Po])*', 
will  lOiicentrate  a  military  lurce,  ample  to 
conMnu:uate  any  jwlicy  toward  the  Indian 
tribes  of  the  Northwest,  which  the  goveru- 
ment  .«hall  adopt.  An  intlecisive  c.im- 
paigM.  or  a  campaign  prematurely  closed, 
will  only  restore  the  couiiition  of  the 
frontier  which  precedi-d  And  huluced  the 
•late  uiassacre,  than  which  no  greater 
calamity  could  befall  Minnesota. 

Let  the  jH-'ople  of  E;ustci  n  States,  onct 
for  :dl.  be  iiifjnued,  that  thv-  reappcanuuc 
of  the  SioiLX  Indians  in  the  scenes  of  their 
demoniac  cruelties,  will  be  the  signal  of 
inevitable  homicide.  A  wolfs  life  would 
be  more  secure  llian  that  v(  a  Sioux  In- 
dian. Xcither  society  or  law  has  .iny 
restraint  which  could  be  enforced  npon  a 
husband  and  Hither,  whose  wife  and  little 
ones  have  bee:i  the  victims  ot  outnigcs, 
co::>pared  \\\\.\i  which  mtirder  is  mercy. 
No  longer,  here  in  ^Iliinesota,  h.ive  we 
the  heart  to  taunt  England  for  the  stern 
j'j.-tii-'e,  which  blew  the  murderous  Sepoy, 
in  a  mist  of  blood,  from  the  cannon's 
mouth. 

And  will  a  Government,  over  which 
presides  Lincoln — a  son  of  the  "Dark 
and  Bloody  Ground  "  ami  a  citizen  of  Il- 
linois— and  whieh  coinprises  Chase  oi 
OI:io,  Smith  of  Indiana,  Hates  of  Mis- 
souri, with  such  associates  as  Stanton  an.: 
lliUeck — cau  such  rulers,  ail  representa- 
tive men  of  the  West,  do  the  work  of  tin- 
Lord  r.egligently  ?  The  thought  is  inad- 
missible "\\'u;it  Wa>hington  d.d  fur  th" 
iuti  rers  of  Wyoming,  when  Sullivan 
swept  the  Iroquois  villages  with  fire  and 
sword — the  boo.i  of  Mad  .Vnthony  Wayne 
V)  tiie  Ohio  frontier  of  ITOd — the  relent- 
less blow  of  Il.irncy  in  Oregon — such, 
under  the  lead  of  Pope  or  Ilice,  nmst  be, 
wdl  be,  the  chronicle  of  retribution  to 
the  Sioux  assassins,  even  if  their  envamp- 
ments  are  pursued  with  shot  and  shell  to 
the  lij.ky  Moantal'.is. 

Whik',  simultaneously  with  such  a  visit- 
ation upon  our  savage  foe,  will  ascend  a 
voice,  wliich  no  representative  of  Minne- 
sota or  the  Xorthwe>t,  cau  withstand — 
the  voice  of  a  people  demanding  the  re- 
moval of  the  Indians  from  the  State, 
wnose  soil  they  Lave  polluted,  and  whose 
history  has  been  arrested  by  their  hellish 
atrocities  lor  a  full  generation. 

The  two  (luestions  are  inseparably  as- 
gO(.ij.ti.d — What  '.vill  Governmciit  do  wite 
the  War?  and  what  will  Government  do 
v.;th  the  Indians ? 

The  first  (luestion  has  been  considered 
cursorily — thi;  last  will  be  discussed  in 
more  detail. 

1.     In  the  first   place,   the  Siou.\   war 
has   r-Iieved  the    Government    from   al' 
treaty   obligations.     Every    bit    of  sucli 
pirclnnent  is  shrivelled  to   ashes  in  the 
fires  kindled  by  tee    savages    tliemselves. 
rOllFElTLTiE  is  the  word,  well  .«poken 
by  Governor  Ramsey  in  his  late  message, 
a-.id  by  Senator  Wilkinson  in  a  letter  oi 
0.toi-er  7lh,  to  Hon.    G.   K,    Cleveland. 
The  Winnebagoes,  as  is  now  ascertained, 
are  parties  to  crimes  which  work  a  suui- 
lar  forfeiture :  and  even   the  Chippewas, 
by  overt   acts  instigated  by  Hole  in  the 
T)ay,  stand  at  the  mercy  of  the  Goveru- 
meut.     Thus  L>  presented  a  clean  sheet — 
t'lbttl't  rata— on  which   the   Government 
can  write  two    words — Punishment    and 
ExpuLion ! 

2.  2klinnesota,  when  urging  the  per- 
petual exile  of  the  Indians,  as  our  only 
iudetnnity  for  the  past  and  security  for  the 
f\i,ture,  asks  no  more  than  has  been  done 
in  behaif  of  other  StatciiS.  Since  ISOU  the 
policy  of  Indian  removals  has  been  firml} 
cstabliiheil.  The  exodus  of  the  Chero- 
kees  from  Georgia  was  the  initial  meas- 
ure— Ohio  next  insi-ted  upon  the  removal 
of  the  Wyandots — Indiana,  lihnois,  low::, 
and  other  States  were  in  turn  relieved 
of  tlrtir  Indian  iwpulation — and  the 
only  cpiestijn,  considered  in  any  case, 
was,  whether  the  cIvilIzatio;i  and  ujuterial 
wMfare  of  the  State  entitled  it  to  tiie  re- 
lief. No  such  nppeal  was  ever  presented 
at  the  doors  of  Congress  or  the  Executive 
Eureau!*,  as  is  now  uttered,  trumpel- 
toiigueil,  in  behalf  of  our  sorely-.>4mitteii 
State.  Indeed,  t\-e  might  rest  the  wiiole 
(I'jcstion  upon  the  '.oiumanding  attitude 
of  Mmncsota,  not  only  in  tlie  production 
of  wealth,  but  as  the  avenue  of  an  intt-r- 
national  commerce  which  promises  to  be 
cont  jiental  in  its  scope — but  we  prefer  the 
sliiipler  appeal    to   the  injpulses   of    our ! 


3.  It  is  a  libel  upon  those  of  t)ur  citi- 
zens who  have  hitherto  been  en£raired  in 
xhv  fur  and  Indian  trade,  to  assert  that 
any  considerable  body  of  them  desire  a 
restoration  of  our  old  Territorial  relation^ 
with  the  Indians.  The  eomnmnity  has 
outgrown  such  infancy  of  trade.  What 
are  the  official  perquisites  or  commercial 
profits  of  the  system,  which  now  lies  in 
disastrous  ruin,  cotnpared  with  the 
destruction  in  a  single  year  of  a 
million  bushels  of  grain,  the  disper- 
sion or  sacrifice  of  thousands  of  do- 
mestic animals,  the  losses  by  incendiary 
fires,  and  the  illimitable  catalogue  of  per- 
sonal risks  and  privations — passing  over 
the  bloody  record  of  assassination  ?  One 
year's  emigration  and  one  year's  addi- 
tional production,  when  the  last  retreat- 
inji  savace  has  crossed  the  border,  will 
compensate  for  a  decade  of  pecuniary  ad- 
vantages rcsidting  from  Indian  adminis- 
tration or  traffic ;  while  who  shall  esti- 
mate the  advance  in  the  interests  of  edu- 
cation and  morality,  when  the  polluted 
stream  of  Inthan  intercourse  shall  be  for- 
ever turned  aside  from  our  midst  ? 

•1.  I  assiune,  therefore,  that  we  have  a 
conq)lete  unity  of  public  opinion  in  favor 
ol  the  total  expidsion  of  the  Sioux  and 
Winnebagoes  from  the  State  ;  l>ut,  candor 
re(iaires  the  admi.-sion,  that  a  policy  less 
extreme  in  regard  to  the  Chippcwas  is 
urged  by  m.iny  intelligent  and  patriotic 
.itizens.  It  is  said,  that  the  country 
aroimd  the  remote  sources  of  the  Missis- 
sippi will  ne  er  be  available  fbrcivilized 
settlement  any  more  than  the  Adirondack 
re«'ion  of  Northern  New  York  has  hitherto 
been  ;  while  tlie  fields  of  wild  rice  and  the 
abundance  of  fish  and  water-fowl  would 
iuake  it  a  very  suitable  reservation  of  the 
whole  Ojibwa  nation,  wherever  settered ; 
and  that,  in  the  revision  of  treaties,  for 
wiilch  Co'.nmissioners  h.ave  been  appoint- 
ed, new  regulations  of  a  stringent  nature 
might  eireetually  relieve  tl;e  settlers  ol 
Xortuern  Minnesota  from  all  annoyance. 

At  a  later  stage  of  the  present  dis- 
cussion, this  branch  of  the  subject — the 
<lisposition  of  the  Chippewas — wiU  be 
resumed. 

lUit  as  to  the  Sioux  and  Winnebagoes, 
let  there  be  no  (piestion.  As  to  them, 
the  doom  of  e.xile  nxust  neither  be  sns- 
[)ended  or  revoked.  If  other  agencies 
I'.iil,  the  pr-ople  of  Minnesota  will  execute 
it.

Florida  und  Xeuu   f*r  Free  lAbor. 

From  the  New  York  Times : 

It  has  been  proposed  to  send  an  expe- 
dition to  Texas  sufficiently  powerful  to 
hold  that  State,  and  then  to  colonize  it 
with  f  n.'C  labor  for  the  production  of  cot- 
ton. A  similar  project  has  been  sug- 
gested for  Florida.  Both  deserve  the 
earnest,  prompt  and  practical  attention 
of  the  Government.  The}  involve  eonse- 
(juences  of  very  permanent  importance, 
as  well  as  possess  the  highest  value  as 
immediate  strategic  movements. 

If  Florida,  by  its  climate,  soil  and  pro- 
.luetions,  and  its  adjacency  to  the  dense 
slave  populations  of  the  cotton  States,  is 
peculiarly  fitted  to  be  the  home  oftheen- 
iranchised  African  laborers,  so  the  great 
State  of  Texas  stands  out  in  far  grander 
l)roportions  as  the  arena  on  which  free 
labor,  whether  white  or  black,  shall  over- 
turn the  theories  of  Southern  planters  and 
kimlred  economists  in  the  North  and  in 
Europe. 

These  latter  have  held  that  cotton, 
sugar  and  rice  cannot  be  produced  in 
the  quantities  deuiauded  by  present  civil- 
Lcation  without  resort  to  black  labor, 
which  alone  can  endure  the  torrid  heats 
and  miasmatic  atmosphere  of  the  regions 
where  these  staples  are  produced.  And 
idack  labor,  they  have  assumed,  will  not 
v(diaitarily  meet  the  wants  of  the  world. 
It  must  be  enforced — enslaved — for  ne- 
groids, they  contend,  will  only  work  on 
■■ompulsion. 

WheMier  this  latter  assumption  is  true 
remains  to  be  seen.  Florida  is  well 
athipted  to  the  experiment.  As  to  the 
other  hypothesis,  that  tvliite  labor  will  not 
prosper  in  a  i-limate  fervid  enough  for 
rotton  and  sugar,  and  cannot  be  depended 
on  lor  the  production  of  these  great-  sta- 
ples, we  know  it  is  false.  Texas  is  a 
present  and  living  refutation  of  the  theory, 
und  we  rejoice  to  hear  that  the  sidiject  is 
I'j^itflted  of  lending  immediate  National 
;uil  to  the  cultivation  of  cotton  on  a  large 
.scale  ill  that  Statt. 

No  (joveriMiient  bounties  are  needed 
lor  tiiis  purpo.NO.  No  Government  aid  in 
iurnishiiig  tivrms,  implements  or  labor, 
shouM  be  thought  0'.  Schemes  contem- 
plating sucii  support  by  the  Government 
are  born  oi  fraud  and  peculation.  All 
diat  is  required  of  the  Government  is 
that  which  is  already  its  dut>« — ^the  restor- 
ation ol  the  authority  ot  the  Constitution 
and  laws  in  Texas,  ami  the  guaranty  that 
every  free  lahorer,  be  he  white  or  black, 
shall  be  protected  in  his  person,  property 
.tnd  avocation,  while  he  grows  cotton  or 
other  crops,  in  Texas,  and  prepares  the 
same  for  market.

A  Breezy  Day.— The  wind  yesterday 
had  a  "high  old  time."  It  blew  almost 
a  perfect  gale  during  the  forenoon,  making 
it  both  difficult  and  dangerous  for  pedes- 
trians to  go  along  the  streets .  Such  a  uni- 
versal chase  af\er  hats  has  not  before  been 
witnessed  for  many  a  dav.  AV'e  saw  one 
man  in  a  buggy,  whose  hat  had  thus  been 
sent  a  kiting ;  when  he  raised  up  from  his 
seat  to  look  after  it,  the  wind  took  seat, 
cushions  and  all.  and  dopo.sited  them  in 
the  street  before  he  could  alight  from  his 

vehicle. 

But  of  all  sufferers,  the  few  ladies  who 
happened  to  be  caught  in  the  street  dur- 
ing the  heaviest  part  of  the  gale,  fared 
the   worst.     It  vras  jnst   impossible   for 
them  to  move  a  single  step,  and  we  saw 
one  woman  sitting  flat  upon  the  sidewalk, 
holdin"   on  to  a  heavv  bundle   to  keep 
from   being  blown  off.     That  wonderful 
pro  ision  of  nature — the  same  wind  that 
so  embarrassingly  disturbs  the  crinoline 
of  the  ladies,  fills  the  eyes  of  the  coarser 
st'X  with  dust,  and  thus  preventing  them 
from  indulging  in   improper  curiosity — 
was  exemplifi'-d  yesterday,  for  real  estate 
was  more  active  than  in  the   palmy  days 
of  1857.  and  if  a  man   did   not   eat  his 
"  peek  of  dirt"  it  was   because   he   staid 
lu  the  house  all  day. 

Amidst  all  these  freaks  and  eapers,  it 
would  not  have  Vjeen  surprising  if  some 
serious  damage  had   been  done  :  but  be- 
vond   the  blowing   doAvii  of  a  few  signs 
and  chimneys,  we  can   hear  of  no  great 
damage,   except    the  f.rostration   of  the 
top  of  the  front  wall  of  A.  I.  Bidwells 
store,  on  Tiiird  street.

The.  New  York  World,  of  the  lOthinst. 
has  the  following  account  of  the  arrest  in 
that  city  ot  a  woman  whom  the  police  have 
been  watching  for  some  time: 

Ellen  Wagner,  alias  McNair.  McXabb, 
Davis,  Burns.  Smith,  and   a  dozen  other 
aliases,   was   arrested  yesterday  by  De- 
te«tive  Fariev  of  this  city,  and   Detective 
Fro-*t,  of  Brooklyn.     This   is  one  of  the 
most   important   arrests  that    have  been 
made  in    a  numlwr  of  years.      The  pris- 
oner   has    been    operating    iii   this  city 
and  in  other  cities,  including  all  the  lash- 
lonaMe  watering  places,  and  several  other 
States.     Her  method  was    to  answer  ad- 
vertisements in   papers  where  a  dimiestic 
or  housemai.l  of  any   kind  was  required 
lor  service.     Alter  securing  the  place,  she 
would  remain  long  enough  to  discover  the 
lo'-alitv    of  the   silver   ware,  jewels    ami 
other  valuables,  and  would  then,  with  the 
aid    of    accomplices,    "clean   the  house 
out  ■■     She   usually  boarded  at  the  most 
fashionable  boarding   houses,  dressing  in 
ele«'Ant   stvle.  and   acting   the  lady  m  all 
paniculars".     She  is  not  above  20  years  ol 
:i<re,    and   is   very   highly   accomplished, 
having,  during  the  six  years  which  she  has 
devoted  to  crime,  paid  particular  attention 
to  her  education.     She  is  an  accomplished 
pianist,    and   converses   readily  upon  all 

topics.  ,.1 

When  arrested  at  her  boarding  liouse. 
in  Bleecker   street,  the   detectives  ascer- 
tained that  she  was  in  the  habit  of  eating 
from  her  own  dishes,  they   being   silver, 
and  that  she   used   silver  spoons,    forks, 
napkin  rings,  baskets,  «&c.,allof  her  o\vu 
property.     Here  she  passed  as    the  wile 
ot  Lieut.  Colonel   Davis,    of    the   Union 
arinv.     When  an  advertisement   appear- 
ed   which    attracted   her    attention,    she 
would  leave  her  bo.arding  'house,  stating 
that  she  would  be   absent  about  a   week 
or  ten  davs.     She  would  -then    don   the 
garb  of  a"  domestic  and  make   application 
tor  the  place,  which  she  usually  succeeded 
in  getting.     Her    ap))earance    was   pre- 
possessing and  her  manners  engaging,  so 
much  so  that  sh<;  has  often  been   made  a 
comi>aniun    in    respectable    and   wealthy 
taniilies.     Having  succeeded    in    robbing 
the  house  she  would  return  to  her  board- 
inf  house,  and  become   Mrs.  Lieut.  Col. 
Davis  in  silks  ,ind  jewels.     About    $700 
worth  of  the  property  \vis  recovered. 


implying,  if  not  directly  avowing,  that 
without  them  the  rebel  army  was  power- 
less. 

All  the  material  upon  which  the  first 
conscription  could  operate  is  exhausted. 
From  the  population  between  eighteen 
and  thirtv-hve  no  more  recruits  can  be 
obtained.'  Of  course,  the  best  soldiers 
are  between  these  ages,  but  all  such  have 
been  taken,  with  the  exception  of  the 
physically  disabled,  and  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  those  taken  have  fallen  victims  to 
sickness,  to  exhaustion  and  to  the  sword. 
The  military  class  proper  of  the  rebel 
Confederacy  have  proved  unable  to  niain- 
tain  the  rebel  cause.  They  have  failed, 
and  their  failure  stands  a  confessed  fact. 
And  now  recourse  is  to  be  had  to  the  el- 
derly class^  This  recourse,  it  is  very  evi- 
dent, will  not  be  of  much  avail. 

We     see  it    stated  in  the  New  York 
World,  that  acording  to  the  last  census, 
the  whole  number  of  white   uieu   under 
the  present  sway  of  the  Southern  govern- 
ment betwen  the  ages  of  35   and   -15,  is 
only  300,000.  and  it  is  well  known  that, 
of  persons  between  these  ages,  scarcely 
more  than  one  half,  if  indeed  so  many,  are 
physically  capable  of  the  arduous   duties 
of  soldiers  in  the  field.      Then  there   are 
well  known  causes  besides  physicical  in- 
tirmities,  that  render  exemptions  necessa- 
rv.      Hence  the  new   rebel  conscription, 
however  rigorously  enforced,  cannot  pos- 
sibly suplpy  more'than  a  hundred  and  fifty 
tiiousand  men.  And  what  are  these  to  the 
hundrds  of  thousands  of  new  and  young 
and    energetic    recruits    that    the   loyal 
States  are  fiercely  pouring  into  the  war !

THE     BI.ECTJI02V. 

The  elections  have  taken  place  in  a 
number  of  the  States,  and  in  a  few  days 
the  results  will  be  known. 

In  two  weeks  the  election  will  take 
place  in  Minnesota.  The  signs  of  the 
times  are  encouraging,  but  it  is  well  to 
remember  that  success  can  be  secured 
only  by  earnest,  immediate  and  persist- 
ent effort.  Our  opponents  are  vigilant 
and  well  disciplined.  The  leaders  are 
skillful  and  unscrupulous  in  the  use  of 
means  to  accomplish  their  purposes. 

All  that  chicanery,  misrepresentation 
and  calumny  can  do,  will  be  accomplish- 
ed to  defeat  the  nominees  of  the  Republi- 
can party.

But  there  are  many,  formerly  Democrats, 
who  will  vote  the  Republican  ticket. 

The  patriotic  members  of  that  party  see 
the  humiliating  attitude  of  the  democratic 
organization  towards  the  Union — treason 
plotted  in  its  councils,  and  advocated  or 
palliated  b^  leading  Democratic  journals 
— and  every  enemy  of  the  country  either 
a  member  or  an  advocate  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party. 

It  is  of  immense  importance  that  the 
local  states  should  give  a  liberal  support 
to  the  administration.

The 
importance  of  defeating  that  party  whose 
leaders  —  as  Vallandigliam,  Seymour, 
Hughes,  Bright,  Voorhees  and  Van  Bu- 
ren — avowedly  sympathize  with  treason 
and  rebellion,  cannot  be  over-estimated. 
It  matters  not  what  the  opinions  of  the 
individual  voter  may  be.  If  he  supports 
the  party  that  is  in  favor  of  the  principle 
of  secession,  he  gives  his  influence  to  the 
support  of  the  rebellion.  All  who  are  in 
favor  of  maintaining  the  Union,  of  crush- 
ing the  rebellion,  and  of  restoring  the 
country  to  its  original  integrity  and  to 
p^manent  peace,  should  work  hard  and 
earnestly  to  secure  a  decisive  victory  at 
the  polls. 

If  we  value  the  liberties  our  brethren 
are  dying  to  preserve,  if  we  would  pro- 
tect the  glorious  government  which  is 
commanding  so  much  sacrifice  and  devo- 
tion in  its  defense,  we  should  spare  nei- 
ther time,  energy,  nor  influence,  nor  any 
available  and  proper  means  to  accomplish 
this  end. 

Let  every  citizen  enroll  himself  as  a 
soldier  of  the  cause,  and  enter  upon  the 
work  of  organizing  victory.  Let  every 
loyal  man  do  his  part  in  this  great  work, 
and  our  triumph,  at  the  next  election, 
will  be  as  certain  as  the  triumph  of  truth, 
and  the  overthrow  of  organized  sedition 
and  treason  will  be  assured.

GEN.  POPE  AND  THE    INDIAN  TROUBLES. 

The  exasperation  of  the  people  of  Minnesota 
against  the  Indians  in  consequence  of  their  late 
depredations  and  murders  in  that  State,  Is  so  vio- 
lent, that  they  insist  on  the  extermination  of  the 
ho^4tile    tribes.

WHO  ABE  ITS  UEADEBSt 

How  comes  it  that  so  many  of  the  lead- 
ers of  the  self-styled  Democracy  are  of 
questionable  loyalty  ?  By  what  fatality 
does  it  happen  that  in  so  many  instances 
the  patriotic  masses  are  represented  (?) 
by  men  who  have  no  sympathy  with  the 
Government  in  its  struggle  for  self-exist- 
ence ?

Some  little  curiosity  has  existed  at  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  news  of  the 
Union  successes  would  be  received  in 
England.  Of  course,  the  Times  affects 
to  doubt  the  fact  of  Confederate  defeat  in 
Maryland,  suggesting  that  the  news  "must 
have  been  cooked  at  "  Washington." 
The  Daily  News,  Star,  and  other  papers 
frankly  congratulate  us  upon  our  tri- 
umphs, and  go  to  the  length  of  placing 
McClellan's  troops  upon  a  par  with  Brit- 
ish, as  regards  endurance  and  persistence 
in  battle,  and  of  ackowledging  the  enter- 
prise and  good  generalship  of  General 
McClellan.  In  the  Naval  and  Military 
Gazette,  edited  by  W.  H.  Russell,  it  is 
admitted  that  the  rebel  raid  into  Mary- 
land was  a  decided  failure.  Falmerston^s 
own  paper,  the  Morning  Post,  apparently 
had  not  heard  of  McClellan's  victory  at 
Antietam.norof  his  having  compelled  the 
rebels  to  recross  the  Potomac.  In  Paris, 
the  Constittdionnel  doubts  the  victoiy,  and 
mentions  a  dispatch  to  the  effect  that,  af- 
ter the  battle,  McClellan  had  fallen  back 
on  Washington.  The  American  war  news 
had  induced  a  rise  in  the  price  of  cotton, 
On  the  whole,  the  foreign  press  seems  to 
have  an  idea  that  our  soldiers  can  fight 
and  do  fight  to  some  purpose,  with  "a 
field  and  no  favor."  However  a  few 
journalists  may  affect  mischief,  they  can- 
not ignore  the  reality  of  the  Confederate 
defeat  in  Maryland.

The  New  Orleans  papers  contian  a 
Ungthy  correspondence  between  Dr.  W. 
Newton  Mercer,  who  wishes  to  abstain 
from  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
the  United  States,  and  General  Butler, 
upon  the  subject  of  neutrality.  The 
former  states  that,  in  obedience  to  Gen- 
eral order  No.  76,  he  will  make  a  faith- 
ful return  of  all  his  property  in  the  city 
except  $3,000  in  gold,  reserved  for  an 
emergency.  He  claims  that  he  has  never 
taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  South- 
ern Confederacy,  and  has  maintained  a 
strict  neutrality.  He  askes  if  those  in 
his  situation  are  to  be  treated  as  enemies 
of  the  United  States.      Gen.   Butler  le- 

plied  as  follows : 

"  In  mv  jiigdement,  there  can  be  no  such  thing 
as  neutrality  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  Stotes  in 
this  contest  for  the  life  of  the  Government.  As 
an  officer,  I  certainly  cannot  recognize  such  neu- 
trality.   "He  that  is  not  for  us,  is  against  us." 

'•  AH  good  citizens  are  called  upon  to  lend  their 
influence  to  the  United  States ;  all  that  do  not  do 
so  are  the  enemies  of  the  United  States :  the  line 
is  to  be  distinctly  and  broadly  drawn.  Every  citi- 
zen must  tind  nimself  on  the  one  side  or  the  other 
of  that  line,  and  can  claim  no  other  position  than 
that  of  a  friend  or  an  enmy  of  the  Lnited  States. 

"While  I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  differ  fi"om 
you  in  your  construction  of  tiic  act  of  Congress 
and  the  Proclamation  of  the  President,  I  cannot 
permit  any  reservation  of  property  from  the  list, 
or  exemption  of  person  from  the  requirement  of 
Order  No.  70.  It  may  be,  and  I  trust  is  quit* 
true,  that  bv  no  act  of  yours  have  vou  rendered 
your.self  liable  to  the  confiscation  or  your  proper- 
ty under  the  act  and  proclamation,  but  that  is  for 
the  military  or  other  courts  to  decide.  Tou. 
however,  will  advise  yourself  with  your  usual 
care  and  caution,  what  may  be  the  effect,  now 
thiU  you  are  solemnly  called  t«  declare  yourself 
in  fifivor  of  the  Government,  of  contunuiciously 
refusing  to  renew  your  alleeiance  to  it,  thereby 
inducing,  from  your  example,  others  of  your  fel- 
low citizens  to  remain  in  the  same  op{K>8lrion.  I 
am  glad  to  acknowledge  your  long  services  and 
upright  life  as  a  man,  your  former  service*  as  an 
officer  of  the  Government,  and  the  high  respect 
I  entert.iin  for  your  personal  character  and  moral 
worth,  but  I  am  dealing  with  your  duty  as  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States.  All  these  noble  quali-

THE   OCTOBEB  EI^ECTKOIfS. 

The  net  result  of  the  October  elections 
is,  that  the  Republicans  and  war  Demo- 
crats have  carried  Pennsylvania  aad  Iowa, 
notwithstanding  the  enormous  drain  of 
patriots  to  the  ai-iuy  ;  and  the  Dtiiuocrats 
have  carried  Ohio  and  Indiana.  •  A  dis- 
patch from  Harrisburg  says  the  Unionists 
will  have  fifteen  Congressmen,  including 
Bailey  of  the  Fifteenth  District,  who  was 
elected  in  opposition  to  the  regular  can- 
didate, and  the  Democrats  nine.  The 
State  ticket  is  still  in  doubt,  with  the 
chances  in  fayor  of  the  Democrats.  In 
tlie  Legislature  the  Senate  will  probably 
stand  twenty  Republicans  to  thirteen 
Democrats,  and  the  House  fortv-six  Re- 
publicans  to  fifty-four  Democratf. 
HThe  Democrats  have  elected  the  same 
number  of  members  of  Congress  in 
Pennsylvania  that  they  had  before — 
namely,  eight — and  the  State  has 
gone  heavily  Union  on  the  popular  vote. 
In  Ohio  they  have  gained  ^ve  loembers, 
and  in  Indiana  three — total  gain,  eight. 
In  Iowa  the  Republicans  have  gsined^re 
(Col.  Vandever,  the  old  member  for  the 
Northern  District  having  been  at  the 
head  of  his  regiment,  and  therefore  ab- 
sent at  the  roll  call  of  the  House,  during 
the  whole  session).  Thenet  result  in  Con- 
gress, therefore  is  a  Democratic  gain  of 
three  votes.  Ohio  loses  two  members 
under  the  new  census,  and  Penn- 
sylvania one,  which  must  be  subtracted 
from  the  Union  column ;  but  Illinois  will 
add  five,  Michigan  two,  and  Wisconsin 
three,  in  November.  According  to  pres- 
ent appearances  the  next  House  will  not 
varj-  half  a  dozen  votes  from  thci  present 
one,  which  stands  107  Republicans,  43

Since  the  evacuation  of  Corinth  by 
Beauregarci's  army  and  the  capture  of 
that  place  by  Halleck,  the  campaign  in  that 
wliole  section  of  country  lias  changed  so 
unaccountably  as  almost  to  defy  scrutiny 
and  leave  military  criticism  at  a  nonplus. 
Steadily  the  rebellion  seemed  to  be  going 
back  to  the  old  lines  of  contest  in  Ten- 
nessee and  Kentucky,  and  nothing  but 
disasterous  news  reached  us  from  that 
quarter.  Latterly  things  have  taken  a 
different  turn,  though  we  must  premise 
that  the  progress  of  the  war  in  that  region 
appears  to  have  no  appreciable  influence 
on  the  rebellion  at  the  East. 

When  Beauregard  retreated  from  Cor- 
inth it  was  supposed  that  his  army  was 
demoralized  and  dispersed.  Such  did 
not  prove  to  be  the  case,  nor  did  he  send 
his  forces  Richmond  to  aid  the  rebel 
armies  against  McClellan,  as  was  confi- 
dently asserted.  For  just  at  the  time  the 
effect  of  the  rebel  conscription  begun  to 
be  visible,  and  immense  numbers  of  new 
troops  reinforced  the  rebel  armies  every- 
where, thus  suflSciently  accounting  for  the 
increased  strength  of  the  enemy  m  Vir- 

g'nia,  without  the  transfer  thither  of 
eauregard's  troops.  This  transfer, 
however,  was  generally  asserted  at  the 
North,  and  unfortunately  must  have  been 
belived  in  military  circles,  for  Gen'l.  Hal- 
leck was  censured  for  allowing  Beaure- 
gard's army  to  escape  him  and  go  to 
Virginia. 

Instead  of  performing  any  such  foolish 
act  as  this,  which  would  have  abandoned 
the  whole  of  the  Gulf  States,  Beauregard 
formed  a  new  plan  of  campaign,  or  rath- 
er Jeff  Davis  probably  did  for  him,  for 
Jeff  is,  after  a  I,  the  military  head  of  the 
rebels, andreallyplanstheircampaigns.  It 
was  only  known  to  us,  at  that  time,  that 
Beauregard's  army  was  divided  into  several 
detachments  which  separated  and  marched 
in  various  directions.  For  a  time,  the 
object  of  these  movements  remained  a 
profound  mystery,  l)ut  viewed  by  the  light 
of  subsequent  events,  it  is  now  easy  to 
comprehend  them,  '^"he  first  grand  ob- 
ject of  these  manoeuvres  was  to  compel 
Ilalleck  to  divide  and  scatter  his  vast  ar- 
my over  a  wide  field,  where  there  would 
be  some  chance  for  an  inferior  force  to 
operate  against  them  to  advantage,  and 
manufacture  anew  the  prestige  which  had 
been  lost. 

To  achieve  this,  some  detachments 
made  a  feint  of  going  to  Richmond  by 
railway,  and  ingenious  stories  were  cir- 
culated in  the  free  States,  showing  how 
the  rebels  had  built  deficient  links  of  rail- 
way to  connect  with  Richmond  direct, 
and  how  troops  were  constantly  passing 
by  this  route.  If  any  soldiers  did  go 
thus,  it  was  only  to  keep  up  the  decep- 
tion, and  others  must  have  replaced  them 
in  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  for  the  ene- 
my remained  as  formidable  as  ever.  So 
successful  was  this,  that  a  great  clamor 
was  raised  at  the  North  to  compel  Hal- 
leck to  transfer  his  troops  to  Virginia,  to 
enable  McClellan  to  meet  the  accumulated 
forces  of  the  rebels  there,  the  supposition 
being  that  Beauregard's  entire  force  was 
there. 

But  the  President,  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  General  Halleck,  better  posted 
as  to  the  real  state  of  affairs,  remained 
silent  and  did  not  move  a  man  to  Vir- 
ginia. Meantime  the  rebel  army  first 
sent  a  powerful  detachment  to  Natchez, 
in  the  hope  that,  by  making  an  obstinate 
defense  of  that  place  against  our  naval 
attack,  we  would  be  compelled  to  send  a 
dlroiig  Land  force  there,  which  would  have 
to  be  gradually  increased,  and  so  leave 
the  reHt  of  Beauregard's  army  a  better 
opportunity  of  marching  north  into  Ten- 
nessee and  Kentucky, 

Our  commander  at  first  either  fell  into 
this  snare,  or  pretended  to  do  so,  but  no 
matter  which  was  the  case,  the  real  ob- 
ject of  the  rebels  being  discovered  the 
siege  of  Natchez  was  abandoned,  and  our 
troops  and  fleet  removed.  While  this  had 
been  going  on,  a  rebel  detachment  had 
taken  advantage  of  the  distraction  of  our 
attention  to  march  quietly  up  to  Chatta- 
nooga and  hold  it  in  readiness  for  subse- 
quent movements.  General  Mitchell, 
however,  being  sent  out  by  Halleck  to 
look  after  this  place,  the  rebels  fell  back, 
and  Mitchell  took  and  held  Chattanooga. 
This  was  the  turning  point  in  the  cam- 
paign. General  Buell  had  been  sent  with 
his  whole  army  to  prevent  the  rebels  from 
getting  into  the  mountains.  What  he  did 
no  one  knows.  He  did  not  reach  Chat- 
tanooga, however,  in  time,  and  Mitchell 
had  to  abandon  it.  It  was  immediately 
occupied  by  the  rebels,  and  furnished 
them  with  the  key  to  Tennessee  and  Ken- 
tucky. 

The  rebels  had  in  reality  divided  their 
army  into  two  main  bodies,  one  destined 
to  advance  into  Kentucky  and  threaten 
the  free  States,  and  the  other  to  hover 
about  such  of  our  forces  as  remained  at 
Memphis,  Corinth,  and  the  line  of  the 
Hatchie. 

Of  the  army  intended  for  the  invasion 
of  Kentucky,  Gen.  Bragg  had  command. 
He  pursued  the  same  plan  adopted  in 
Virginia  with  so  much  success.  He  or- 
ganized a  flying  corps  of  cavalcy  and  ar- 
tillery, without  baggage  or  incumbrances, 
and  intended  to  subsist  upon  the  country. 
These,  under  Morgan,  slipped  through 
the  mountain  valleys,  and  fail'ng  sudden- 
ly upon  Murfreesboro,  captured  it,  and  a 
whole  brigade  of  our  troops. 

The  way  was  now  open  for  Bragg. 
This  flying  corps,  which  was  originally 
large,  was  divided  after  this  feat  into  sev- 
eral detachments,  which  marehed  with 
great  rapidity,  captured  town  after  town, 
plundered  the  houses,  stole  horses  and 
cattle,  recruited  their  numbers  among 
the  rebel  sympathizers,  and  destroyed 
vast  quantities  of  our  military  stores  or 
sent  to  Bragg  himself,  who  was  thus  en- 
abled to  advance  by  the  novel  expedient 
of  having  a  complete  line  of  depots  and 
communication  established  in  his  van  in- 
stead of  his  rear.  Over  a  hundred  towns 
and  villages  were  captured  and  plundered 
in  this  way,  and  such  of  them  as  were 
useful  for  the  chain  of  posts  were  garri- 
soned, which  the  rebel  Morgan  was  able 
to  do  by  means  of  the  recruiting  service 
he  carried  on  in  Kentucky.  Detachments 
of  our  troops  were  surprised,  surrounded 
and  captured  so  often  that  it  seemed  as 
though  the  whole  State  were  already  lost. 

For  a  time  these  disasters  were  treated 
as  mere  raids,  but  they  did  not  so  turn 
out.  Bragg  followed  steadily  in  the  wake 
of  Morgan,  and  so  made  good  his  posi- 
tion. A  new  plan  of  campaign  had  now 
to  be  undertaken  to  conquer  Kentucky. 
It  '..  as  begun  by  sending  a  force  under  a 
loyal  General  named  Morgan,  to  occupy 
Cumberland  Gap,  and  thus  cut  off  the  re- 
treat of  the  enemy  by  that  route. 

In  this  effort,  Moi^n  succeeded  per- 
fectly.    Meantime    General   Buell    ad- 


vanced into  Kentucky  with  his  whole 
force,  and  took  up  his  position  at  Bowl- 
ing Green. 

Aware  of  the  intention  of  Bragg  to 
take  Louisville,  Buell  posted  Nelson  there 
with  26,000  men.  Bragg  still  kept  him- 
stlf  active;  he  captured  Munfordsvilie 
with  all  its  garrison.  Nelson  got  into  a 
scare  about  Louisville  because  of  Bragg's 
movements,  and  Buell  thereupon  marched 
completely  around  Bragg,  arriving  safely 
at  Louisville. 

While  this  was  going  on,  Bragg  sent 
off  various  detachments  to  threaten  Cin- 
cinnati, and  accomplished  his  purpose  of 
creating  a  great  excitement  about  the 
safety  of  that  place.  These  two  cards, 
against  Louisville  and  Cincinnati  being 
now  played,  and  Lexington  and  Frankfort 
no  longer  able  to  divide  our  troops  to 
defend  them,  Bragg  began  to  fear  for  the 
safety  of  his  army,  as  his  position  was  not 
by  any  means  so  safe  as  it  had  been.  He, 
therefore,  was  compelled  to  dislodge  the 
loyal  Morgan  and  his  foree  from  Cumber- 
land Gap  To  accomplish  this,  he  called 
away  Marshall  from  his  position  against 
Cincinnati,  and  ordered  him  to  flank  Mor- 
gan, which  he  did.  Bragg  also  sent  ano- 
ther foree,  under  Stevenson,  to  the  front 
of  Morgan,  and  ordered  Kirby  Smith  to 
his  rear,  so  that  Morgan  was  surrounded. 
In  this  strait  Morgan  managed  to  elude 
the  rebels  and  escape  safely  with  his  men, 
but  the  rebel  movement  was  successful  in 
giving  them  possession  of  Cumberland 
Gap. 

Now  comes  the  delicate  part  of  the 
campaign.  Buell,  leaving  Louisville  with 
his  army  marched  to  attack  Bragg,  who 
seemed  disposed  to  offer  battle  at  Bards- 
town,  the  junction  of  the  Lebanon  rail- 
wav  with  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
railroad,  and  about  midway  between 
Louisville  and  Munfordsvilie.  Buell's 
advance  encountered  the  rebel  cavalry 
daily,  and  had  much  skirmishing,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  was,  of  course,  to  retard  his 
march  and  give  Bragg  time  to  retreat,  his 
force  being  inferior  in  number  to  Buell's. 
When  the  latter  reached  Bardstown  the 
enemy's  rearguard  alone  was  there  and 
retired  skirmishing;  and  as  they  fled 
toward  Springfield  to  Perryville,  Buell 
followed.  The  enemy  pushed  on  through 
Springfield  to  Perryville,  a  village  a  short 
distance  west  of  Danville,  and  there  the 
two  armies  met  and  fought  a  battle,  in 
which  Buell  was  victorious. 

In  his  dispatch  concerning  his  fight. 
General  Buell  says  that  the  enemy  fell 
back  in  the  direction  of  Harrodsburg, 
which  is  north  of  Perryville  and  Danville. 
The  army  with  which  Bragg  fought 
this  battle  did  not  included  all  Lis  forces, 
Kirby  Smith  having  massed  all  his  troops 
from  northern  and  southern  Kentucky 
and  marehed  to  join  him,  but  was  pre- 
vented from  doing  so  by  Buell's  arrange- 
ments. Bragg  was  seeking  to  join  Smith 
when  this  battle  was  fought,  but  the  result 
of  the  fight  drove  him  away  from  instead 
of  toward  Smith.  Buell's  forces  occupied 
a  semicicircle,  and  in  fact  covered  the 
rebel  depot  at  Camp  Dick  Robinons, 
seven  miles  from  Danvflle.  This  is  the 
present  state  of  the  case  there. 

The  campaign  of  Gen.  Grant  in  Ten- 
nessee has  been  conducted  without  disas- 
ter of  any  kind.  The  enemy  there  have 
been  under  Generals  Price  and  Van  Dorn. 
Our  forces  in  the  field  are  commanded  by 
the  brave  Rosecrans,  who  has  not  been 
outwitted  in  a  single  manoeuvre  nor  beat- 
en in  a  fight. 

After  the  abandonment  of  the  attack  on 
Natchez  and  the  withdrawal  of  our  troops, 
the  rebels  assumed  the  offensive  and  have 
liceu  ever  since  attempting  to  take  Co- 
rinth. They  first  tried  it  by  making  a 
feint  of  movement  on  Memphis,  in  order 
to  draw  our  troops  from  Corinth,  and 
tlien  moved  off  themselves  and  encounter- 
ed Rosecrans  at  luka,  who  gave  them  a 
terrible  drubbing.  This  was  Price's 
corps. 

They  next  united  the  forces  of  Price, 
Van  Dorn,  ViUipigue  and  Breckinridge, 
and  marched  against  Corinth.  After  a 
two  days'  battle  the  rebels  were  beaten 
again  and  retreated,  Rosecrans'  taking 
1,000  prisoners.  From  Corinth  the  ene- 
my fled  to  Pocahontas  in  Tennessee,  on 
the  Hatchie,  to  cross  that  stream  by  Da- 
vis' bridge  and  thus  be  safe.  But  they 
were  mistaken  in  their  calculations,  for 
Hurlbut  met  them  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Hatchie  as  they  crossed,  and  after 
a  battle  drove  thom  back.  At  the  last 
accounts  they  were  hemmed  in  there,  with 
Rosecrans  pressing  them  on  one  side, 
McPherson  on  another,  and  Hurlbut  on  a 
third. 

The  rebels  after  this  last  defeat  retreated 
southward,  in  which  direction  Rosecrans 
lay  awaiting  them.  Thus,  while  in  Ken- 
tucky the  rebel  army  under  Bragg  is  de- 
feated at  Perryville  and  retreats  north, 
that  in  Tennessee,  under  Van  Dorn,  is 
beaten  at  Pocahontas  and  retreats  south. 
If  the  rebel  leaders  had  any  idea  of  form- 
ing a  junction,  they  are  prevented  from 
effecting  that  purpose,  and  the  campaign 
seems  destined  to  be  carried  on  as  before 
on  two  essentially  distinct  scenes  of 
action.  The  strategy  on  either  side  ap- 
pears to  be  able,  and  to  afford  a  fine 
school  for  the  study  of  our  young  aspi- 
rants for  military  fame.  In  each  field  the 
rebel  army  is  now  apparently  surrounded 
and  discomfited.

FBOM  HARRISBT7BG. 

Harrisburu,  October  22. 

In  one  or  two  districts  a  disposition  has 
been  manifested  to  resist  the  enforcement 
of  the  draft.  Gov.  Cuitin  has  prepared 
himself  for  any  emergency  and  has  au- 
thority to  use  any  troops  within  the  State 
to  enforce  the  laws  at  every  hazard. 

The  draft  has  been  patriotically  and 
enthusiastically  responded  to  in  nearly  all 
the  counties,  and  transportation  has  been 
prO"  ured  for  most  of  the  dratted  men  to 
their  different  places  of  rendezvous. 

In  a  few  days  this  large  foree  will  be 
at  the  service  of  the  government.  Pro- 
vost marshals  have  been  nominated  by 
the  government  to  the  Secretarj'  of  War 
for  several  counties,  and  they  will  be 
promptly  appointed.  They  will  be  in- 
structed and  fully  empowered  to  enforce 
the  laws  faithfully.

How  much  easier  to   consider  this  im- 
portant   question     negatively— to    indi- 
cate   where    the     IndLms      shoidd     not 
•t.iv  or  go,  than    to  determine  what   dis- 
position of  them  wdl  forever  relieve   and 
secure  the  communities  of  the  Northwest  \ 
Wc  are  agreed  that  their  removal  from 
Minnesot;i  iJ  a  foregone   conclusion,  but 
I  am  constrained  to  dissent  from  the  i)oli- 
cy  ol  removing  them  further  West,    and 
inllicting  upon  the  new  settlements  of  the 
Missouri  and   in   the   Rocky  Mountains, 
the  identical  iiiUictions  of  war  and  pillage 
which  our  frontier  has  sufTered.     Such   a 
policv  would  be  selfish  in  the  extreme  and 
utterly  void  of  foresight.     The  question 
has    assumed   national   importance,    and 
must  be  settled  in  the  interest  of  thecom- 
iug  State  of  Dakota  and  the  new  eomrau- 
nin-  which  the  suiumcr  of  ISGi'  has   at- 
tracted to  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Btnton  and 
the  Falls  of  the  Missouri.     The  Govern- 
ment, notwithstanding  the  great  Soiitheni 
exigency,  was  never  in  a  better  situation 
to  extend  its   guarantees   of  security   to 
the  Mountains.     Opportunity  and   Duty 
combine  in  favor  of  a  pacification  of  the 
great  Interior  Plains  which  stretch  west- 
wardly  within  the  latitudes  of  Minnesota. 
Suffer  an  enumeration  of  the  social  and 
material  interests  which   will   be  jeopar- 
ded by  the  poliiy  of  procrastination— by 
mea-inres    3  3    criminally    inadequate    as 
merelv  to  roll  the  cloud  from   our   imme- 
diate borders,  to  descend   in   terror   and 
destruction  upon  communities  less   com- 
petent than  even  we  have  been,    to   avert 
or  restrain  the  fury  of  the  savage. 

1.    'ihe   North    Facific   Bailroad —Xi 
the  late  session  of  Congress,  this  impor- 
tant   measure   received    a  new  impulse. 
Hon.  J.    R.   Doolittle,  Senator  from  the 
State    of   Wisconsin,    Introduced    a   bdl 
providing   for   the  appointment  of  three 
enLnneers  to  locate  the  most  eligible  route 
from  Lake    Superior  to   the    navigable 
channel  of  the  Columbia  river,  and  dedi- 
cating the  proceeil««   of  alternate  sections 
of  the  public  lands  for  a  belt  of  forty  mUes 
to   its  construction.     The   engineers,    in 
determining   the  extern    section   of  the 
liuf,  were  instructed  to  adjust  It,  as  far  a- 
practicable,  in  harmony  with  the  railroads 
in  :Mianesota,    lor  which   Congress    has 
made  grants  of  laud  :  while   a  connection 
from  Lake  Superior  with  the  lines  of  Wis- 
consin  which   are  now  constructed,  was 
also  a  feature  of  Sen.ator  Doolittle's  bill. 
It  passed   the  Senate  unanimously,  and 
will  un(]ue3tionably  become  a  law.     The 
proposition  is  similar,  in  its  leading  pro- 
visions, to   Senator  Rice's  favorite  meas- 
ure for  the  encouragement  of  three  Over- 
land communications — one   North,    one 
Central  and  one  South — and  which  is  des- 
tined, when   the  peace  of  the  country  is 
restored,  to  be  fully  consummated — per- 
haps as  an  essential  element  of  future  na- 
tional concord. 

Of  course,  no  one  anticipates  a  railroad 
for  many  years,  but  an  emigrant,  mail 
and  express  route  would  be  instantly  es- 
tablished and  sustained,  if  the  subjuga- 
tion of  the  Sioux  is  fully  accomplished. 
Give  security  to  settlers,  and  a  cordon  of 
stations,  surrounde<l  by  farms  and  domes- 
tic herds,  woul^  within  twelve  months, 
link  Lake  Superior  and  Pugct's  Sound, 
either  by  Stevens'  survey  in  latitude  47  ®  , 
or  bv  Noble's  wagon  road  and  its  exten- 
sion on  the  average  parallel  of  45  ®  . 

2.     Tlie  Oold  D inflicts  of  Washington 
and  Dakota  Territories.     The  year  1862 
has  made  it  certain  that  the  whole  moun- 
tain mass  between  latitudes  44  ^  and  47  ° 
and  extending  from  the  head  of  steamboat 
naviiration  on  the  Missouri  River  to  the 
same  navigable  point  on   the   Columbia 
River,  is  auriferous,  and  will  doubtless  be 
as  productive  of  gold  as  similar  areas  at 
the  sources  of  the  Frazer  River  in  British 
Columbia  or  in  the  interior  of  California. 
The  expeditions  from   Minnesota  under 
Captains   Fisk  and  Morrison,  have  dem- 
onstrated that  sixty  days  at  the  pace  of 
oxen   is   the   only  barrier  of  time  (with 
every  convenience  of  water,  grass,  fuel 
and  game)    which  separates   the  wheat 
fields  of  this  State  from  the  mining  gulches 
whose  streams   flow  Into   the  Columbia 
River.     With  the  summer  of  1863  (alw.iys 
supposing  that  the  General  Government 
conquers   peace    with   the   Indians)    the 
entire  emigi'ation  to  the  Salmon  River  or 
Washington  Territory   gold   mines   will 
seek  the  Xorthern  Overland  Route,  and, 
in  all  probability.  Congress  will  extend 
the  protection  of  a  territorial  govenuuent 
over  the  region  above  delineated. 


120  uulea  of  land  travel  from  Fort  Pierre 
on  the  Missouri  River,  and  small  vessels 
might  ascend  the  Shayenne  nearly  to  their 
base.  Their  exploration  and  settlement 
by  adventurers  from  Dakota  Territory  is 
inevitable  ;  and  would  have  been  accom- 
plished two  years  ago  (or  at  any  time 
since  the  publication  of  Warren's  descrip- 
tion) ,  except  for  the  certainty  of  attack 
by  the  Teton  Sioux,  whose  lodges  cor- 
verge  thither  from  expeditions  on  the  sur- 
rounding plains.  The  Black  Hills  are 
destined,  by  another  year,  to  divide  the 
iold  seeking  excitement  of  the  countr}'. 

3.  The  Dakota  SettlemaUs.—A  com- 
plication far  graver  than  the  •  forego- 
ing contingencies  of  mining  adventure, 
is  presented  by  the  situation  of  the 
settlements  on  the  Missouri,  lately  organ- 
ized with  all  territorial  forms,  m  pursu- 
ance of  national  legislation.  Many  of 
the  pioneers  of  Minnesota  have  transfer- 
red their  fortunes  to  the  exposures  of  that 
remote  district.  -Vlready  surrounded, 
ten  to  one,  by  hostile  Sioux,  we  can  readily 
anticipate  their  consternation,  if  the  Sioux 
war  on  the  Minnesota  frontier  shall  have 
no  other  practical  result  than  to  precipi- 
tate thousands  of  desperate  refugees  upon 
Teton  vilkges,  there  to  plot  a  new  con- 
spiracy upon  the  doomed  borderers  of 
Dakota,  and  the  emigrant  trains  which 
the  lodestone  of  gold  will  inevitably  draw 
to  the  sources  of  the  Missouri. 

4.  West  of  the  Sioux  nation  extends  the 
country   of  the   Crow  Indians :    on   the 
south  the  emigrant  route  of  the  Platte  is 
an   impassable  barrier;  the  Asslniboins, 
(Iros  Ventres  and  Arrickaras  occupy  the 
vicinity  oi  Fort   Union ;  and,  dependent 
as  the  Siuux  of  the  Plains  are  upon  the 
DulFalo  for  existence,  they  will  resist  any 
deportation  to  their  midst  of  the  Minne- 
sota  Indians.     Thus  war,  not  upon   the 
kindred  Indians,  but  upon  the  whites,  as 
the  parties  actually  responsible,  will   in- 
evitably result,  even  if  it  is  not  (as  I  finn- 
iv  believe)  already  waged.     Lieut.  War- 
ren's  report  is  very  instructive   on   this 
ooint.     One  Teton  chief  said  to  him  that 
if  the  Yanktons  were  going  to  sell  their 
lands  to  the  whites,  he  wished  them   in- 
iormod  that   they  could  not  come  on  his 
people's  lands- they  must  stay  with  the 
whites. 

— It  is  thus,  upon  a  review  of  the  rela- 
tions of  white  emigrants  and  Indian  oc- 
cupants to  the   districts   included   in  the 
boundaries  of  Dakota   Territory,  that   I 
reach  the  conclusion  already  stated,  that 
the  policy  of  pushing  and  massing  the  In- 
dians  indefinitely  westward,  must  be  re- 
linquished.    Our  Pacific  exipire  is  reach- 
i.w  out  fraternal  hands  across  the  vast  in- 
terior  of  the  continent — those  mountain 
ranges,  wluch   the   last    generation   eon- 
signed   to  eternal  barrenness,  now  swell 
the  wealth  of  the  nation  by  hundreds  of 
millions — the  telegraph  is  constructed  and 
the  railroad  projected — the  army  of  the 
Union,  when  its  mission  of  restoration  is 
accomplished,  will  renew  hs  great  labor 
by  the  occupation  and  conquest  of  all  the 
physical  barriers  which  have  hitherto  sepa- 
rated  the   intercourse    of   the    opposite 
ocean   coasts :    and  It  is  under  these  al- 
tered circumstances   that  the  Sioux  mas- 
sacre of  1862  summons  the  nation  to  a 
reconsideration,  once  for  all,  of  our  In- 
dian polii-y. 

How  changed  from  the  epoch  of  Jack- 
son's administration,  when  Leavenworth, 
and  Gibson,  and  Ellsworth,  consigned  the 
Southern  tribes  to  the  Territory  west  of 
.Arkansas,  and  our  Northern  tribes  were 
planted  on  the  choice  locations  of  wliat  is 
now  the  State  of  Kansas  ! 

As  the  interior  of  the  continent  is  ex- 
plored it  has  become  evident  that  every 
acre  of  arable  land  is  needed  for  civilized 
occupation.  Extensive  and  fertile  reser- 
vations can  no  longer  be  spared. 

Tlie  buffalo  will  soon  disappear,  with 
the  overland  movements  of  emigrant 
trains  to  the  Northern  gold  fields.  The 
Indian,  as  a  nomade,  has  nearly  reached 
the  limit  of  subsistence. 

And  now.  In  the  progress  of  this  In- 
dian war,  the  Government  must  meet  the 
question — What  will  it  do  with  at  lea.st 
2i>.0<X)  Indian  captives — Sioux,  Winne- 
bagoes,  aii^  even  Chippewas — the  out- 
casts and  c^utlaws  of  the  war  ? 

General  Pope  proposes  to  disarm  them 
— to  allot  no  more  disproportionate  reser- 
vations— to  terminate  the  whole  vicious 
system  of  individual  annuities — to  suffer 
no  trade  or  intercourse  with  them — ^to 
treat  them  as  beings  wholly  irresponsible. 
He  has  urgently  represented  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, that  it  is  bettor  economy  and 
better  policy,  to  feed  and  shelter  and 
clothe  these  savages,  as  the  State  Govern- 
ments provide  for  their  insane,  than  to 
reinstate,  in  any  respect,  the  corrupt  sys  • 
tern  of  administration  which  has  fallen 
with  its  own  weight.  He  insists,  when 
brought  face  to  face  with  the  unutterable 
atrocities  of  the  late  massacre,  that  no 
other  mctsure  should  be  meted  to  their 
perpetrators,  than  to  treat  them  as  "wHd 
beasts  or  maniacs." 

Of  course,  these  are  considerations 
which  will  control  the  disposition  of  the 
mass  of  women  and  children,  and  others, 
whose  lives  may  not  be  judicially  declared 
to  be  forfeited. 

We  can  find  an  analogy  in  the  early 
Spanish  occupation  of  New  Mexico.  The 

conquerors  prescribed  village  limits  to 
the  natives,  utterly  ignoring  their  claim 
to  the  soil,  and  tlie  result  iti  this  day  ap- 
parent in  the  industry  and  civilization  of 
the  Pueblos  of  tliat  country. 

Where,  then — on  the  scale  of  a  well- 
regulated  Lunatic  Asylum — can  these  In- 
dians be  removed,  so  as  no  longer  to  en- 
danger the  settler — so  as  henceforth  to 
be  110  obstruction  to  the  westward  inarch 
of  emigration,  and  where,  disarmed  and 
impotent  for  mischief,  that  total  interrup-

A.  View  of  tkfi  Conflacatloa  Act. 

From  the  Chicago  Tribune, 

Galesburg,  Oct.  13. — I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  last  clause  of  the 
third  section  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which 
reads  as  follows  :  "No  attainder  ol  trea- 
son shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture except  during  the  life  of  the  person 
attainted.'" 

I  believe  the  common  interpretation  or 
understanding  has  been,  and  still  is,  that 
the  property  of  traitors  could  not  be  con- 
fiscated or  retained  by  the  government 
any  longer  than  duringthe  life  of  thep  r- 
son  convicted.  It  has  always  seemed 
strange  that  the  convention  that  formed 
the  constitution  should  have  perfonned 
an  act  ihat  would  allbrd  any  protection, 
or  shadow  of  protection,  to  traitors,  or  to 
limit  Congress  in  the  most  remote  man- 
ner, in  the  punisluuent  of  treason  with 
the  utmost  severity. 

I  liave  heard  the  opinion  expressed, 
that  the  word  forfeiture  did  not  mean  to 
include  property,  but  only  political  and 
civil  riglits.  Congress  may  have  taken 
that  view  of  it  in  their  action  on  the  con- 
fiscation bill,  but  the  President  could  not 
have  80  understood  It,  or  never  would 
liave  written  the  veto  message. 

Now,  it  appears  as  plain  to  my  mind  as 
a  mathematical  demonstration,  that  it  only 
limits  the  time  of  carrying  the  forfeiture, 
or  confiscation,  into  etiect,  to  take  the 
life  of  the  traitor ;  his  property  may  be 
taken  and  retained  forever,  if  done  or 
carried  into  elTect  during  his  life,  but  il 
left  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  his  posterity 
it  will  then  be  inalienable. 

The  word  "  except"  does  away  with  all 
negation  in  the  sentence ;  and  thus  leaves 
the  whole  matter  with  Congress,  during 
tlie  time  to  which  they  are  thus  limited. 
The  probable  reason  was,  to  avoid  the 
manifest  injustice  that  had  in  some  case.'- 
been  practiced  in  England,  of  confiscating 
property  generations  after  the  treason 
was  circumvented. 

My  interpretation  makes  it  harmonize 
with  our  ideas  of  right  and  justice,  and 
with  other  portions  of  the  constitution, 
with  the  tdause  prohibiting  the  passage  ol 
bills  of  attainder,  &c.  The  framers  ol 
the  constitution,  no  doubt,  intended  to 
make  the  punishment  bear  wholly,  as  far 
as  possible,  on  the  guilty  parties,  and  not 
on  innocent  persons  fifty  or  a  hundred 
ye;xrs  afterward. 

It  is  true  that  posterity  must  be  affected 
by  the  act  of  forfeiture  or  confiscation, 
by  being  deprived  of  the  property  they 
would  otherwise  inherit.  A  certain  de- 
I'ree  of  infamy  must  attach  to  the  familj 
of  any  person  convicted  of  a  high  crime  : 
that  is  a  sort  of  punishment  that  no  hu- 
man enactment  can  prevent.  But  is  gov- 
ernment to  stop  punishing  men  for  their 
crimes  because  innocent  persons  are  made 
unhappv  Avhen  the  guilty  receive  their 
due?     '  .      . 

The  expression  in  the  Constitution, 
'"'  attainder  of  treason,"  carries  the  idea 
of  corruption  of  blood  in  the  person  con- 
victeil,  although  all  others  are  most  strict- 
ly <ruarded  against  the  contaminating  in- 
fiuences. 

I  have  thrown  out  these  ideas  in  order 
to  elicit  an  investigation  of  the  subject, 
hoping  that  a  better  understanding  will 
prevail  with  regard  to  the  right  to  confis- 
cate the  property  of  rebels  and  traitors.

The  S'Orleaiu  'Vl'atctaeil  by  I.oai«  Xa- 
poI<>oii's  Police. 

A  private  corrtjspondence  from  Paris 
makes  meution  of  a  fact  which  would 
seem  to  corroborate  the  opinion  that  the 
members  of  the  D'Orleans  family  are 
working  under  hand  to  pave  the  way  to 
the  throne  of  France,  and  that  Louis  Na- 
poleon aware  of  their  attention,  is  watch- 
ing their  movements  closely. 

^ot  long  since  a  gentleman  of  high 
rank  and  standin<x,  but  strong^  in  his  af- 
fections to  the  D'Orleans  family,  present- 
ed himself  to  the  Prefect  of  Police,  from 
whom  he  asked  the  following  favor: 
"  Sir,"  said,  he  "  my  friends  will  meet  at 
at  my  house  in  a  week  from  to-day  in 
commemoration  of  an  event  which  it  is 
useless  for  me  to  mention.  There  will  be 
on  that  occasion  a  dinner  and  a  ball,  and 
the  amusements  customary  in  such  social 
parties.  But  as  my  guests  belong  to  the 
first  families  in  the  kingdom,  I  would  be 
grateful  if  your  excellency  will  dispense 
this  time  with  sending  disguised  spies  to 
watch  the  conversation  and  take  notes 
upon  their  opinions, 

I  "ive  vou  my  word  of  honor  that  this 
meeting  will  be  purely  social,  and  that  no 
politics" will  be  allowed."  "Sir,"  said 
the  prefect  of  Police,  "I  shall  be  most 
happy  to  comply  with  your  wishes  ;  I  will 
onlv  ask  from  you  a  favor  in  return  of 
the' one  you  solicit.  Will  you  be  kind 
enough  to  tell  me  who  are  your  guests  ?" 
"  Here  sir,"  said  the  Orleanist,  handing  a 
list  to  the  Prefect,  "are  the  principal 
ones."  The  Prefect  cast  a  glance  upon 
the  paper,  which  contained  some  of  the 
greatest  names  of  France  and,  restoring 
Tt  to  its  owner,  added  with  a  smile,  "Mon- 
sieur le  Comto,  you  can  give  yonr  ball 
whenever  you  pkase ;  I  have  looked  at 
your  list,  and  out  of  tbe  thirty  names 
inscribed  I  have  found  six  who  belong  to 
the  private  police  of  the  Emperor." 

The  count  started  at  such  a  revelation, 
went  out  of  the  room  in  a  state  of  com- 
plete exasperation,  and  swore  that  he 
would  never  afterwards  have  anything  to 
do  wth  the  human  species.  Soon  aflor 
he  wrote  to  his  friends  that,  being  com- 
pelled to  go  suddenly  out  of  France,  he 
had  been  compelled  to  give  up  the  idea 
he  had  formerly  entertained  to  treat  them 
at  his  house  with  a  dinner  and  ball.

From  Cairo  and  Below. 

Cairo,  October  19.— On  last  Friday 
morning  the  steamers  J.  H.  Dickey  and 
Continental  were  fired  into  by  rebels  in 
Arkansas,  near  Island  No.  21.  Both 
boats  were  hit  twice — the  Dickey  through 
tl;e  cabin,  forward  of  the  larboard  wheel- 
house,  and  through  the  texas,  below  the 
pilot-house.  ^ 

The  same  day.  Major  McNed,  with 
two  companies  of  infantry  and  one  of 
cavalrv,  from  Island  No.  10,  encountered 
300  rebel  cavalry,  under  Col.  Faulkner, 
on  the  Arkansas  side,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  had  a  briUiant  skirmish. 

it  being  about  daybreak,  the  troops 
could  not  see  distinctly,  so  a  party  of  the 
rebels  mistook  another  party  for  our  men 
and  fired  tnto  them,  killing  two  and  cre- 
ating confusion,  which  the  Union  forces 
took  advantage  of,  and  attacked  them 
furiously,  and  killed  and  wounded  several 
of  the  enemy.  , 

We  captured  sixteen  men,  including 
Colonel  Faulkner,  three  captains,  twelve 
privates,  and  thirty  horses. 

Tlie  Union  loss  was  three  killed  and 
four  wounded.

It  is  said  that  the  rebels  have  a  strong 
force,  estimated  from  seven  hundred  to 
two  thousand,  a  few  miles  from  the  river 
on  the  Arkansas  side. 

It  is  this  force  which  fired  into  the  Con- 
tinental and  Dickey,  using  a  S-i-pound 
gun  with  twelve  pound  balls,  stuffed  with 
cotton,  to  make  them  fit. 

We  have  on  board  a  detachment  of  the 
Seventy-second  Ohio,  and  three  pieces  of 
Waterhouse's  Battery,  who  will  land  at 
the  site  of  their  battery  and  scour  the 
country  in  search  of  the  rebels.  The  Ohio 
Belle  is  also  coming  with  a  regiment. 

A  Federal  officer,  accidentally  left  at 
Osceola,  is  said  to  have  been  hung  by  cit- 
izens there  a  few  days  since.

We  think  we  can  relieve  our  Hokah 
friend  of  all  anxiety  upon  this  score,  and 
can  assure  him  that  he  vastly  overrates 
the  personal  and  political  importance  of 
the  individuals  whose  factious  obstreper- 
ousness  has  been  brought  to  the  public 
attention. 

In  whatever  light  they  may  be  looked 
upon  in  Hokah,  it  is  quite  certain  that 
Bill  King  &  Co.,  don't  own  any  very 
great  amount  of  stock  in  the  Republican 
party,  and  that  the  little  property  of  this 
kind  which  they  have  recently  acquired,  in- 
cluding the  Pioneer, is  not  considered  by  the 
public  at  large  as  worth  anj-thing  like 
the  price  paid  for  it.  We  have  no  recol- 
lection that  they  have  ever  done  anything 
for  the  party,  or  that  they  have  any  spe- 
cial claim  upon  it. 

They  hold  fat  and  lucrative  offices, 
indeed,  but  they  did  not  receive  them 
from  the  people,  nor  at  their  desire, 
but  very  much  to  the  surprise  and  indig- 
nation of  the  people,  from  the  Depart- 
ments at  Washington,  by  the  arbitrary 
personal  favor  of  individuals,  whose  crea- 
tures they  are. 

The  Republican  party,  therefore,  is 
not  responsible  for  their  character  or  con- 
duct, official  or  personal;  and  they, 
on  their  part,  are  not  entitled  to  speak 
for  the  party  or  to  represent  it  in  any 
manner  whatever — much  less  to  own  it 
and  control  it  as  they  assume  to  do. 

The  sole  influence  of  these  men  is  de- 
rived from  a  venal  and  shameless  prosti- 
tution of  Federal  patronage,  almost  with- 
out a  parallel  in  the  darkest  days  of  Dem- 
ocratic ascendency,  and  from  a  lai^e  Sen- 
atorial election  fund  of  exceedingly  sus- 
picious origin.  Upon  this  slender  basis 
of  ready  capital,  they  have  put  in  circula- 
tion an  enormous  issue  of  irredeemable 
promises-to-pay -in-future-pap,  sufficient- 
ly large  to  exhaust  the  entire  patronage 
at  the  disposal  of  the  President,  from 
Maine  to  California.  By  this  ingenious 
means  Bill  King  &  Co.  propose  to  buy 
up  thw  Republican  party  in  detail  and  in 
mass — soul  and  body,  boots,  breeches 
and  all — a  project  which  must  be  admit- 
ted to  be  highly  complimentary  to  the 
party.  But  to  pave  the  way  for  the  am- 
bitious designs  of  this  corrupt  cabal,  they 
deem  it  first  of  all  necessary  to  break  down 
the  State  administration. 

Now  the  State  administration,  we  take 
it,  are  the  accredited  representatives  of 
the  Republican  party  in  this  State — en- 
dorsed as  such  by  thrice-renewed  expres- 
sions of  its  confidence.  They  are,  for 
the  time,  its  political  agents — the  chosen 
trustees  of  its  honor,  its  integrity,  its  in- 
terests and  i  ts  policy.  We  take  it  also 
that  they  have  faithfully  discharged  this 
trust,  and  that  a  very  considerable  de- 
oree  of  the  popular  strength  of  the  Re- 
publican party  in  this  State  is  due  to  the 
wise,  prudent  and  honest  management  of 
its  domestic  affairs  by  its  Republican 
stewards. 

They  are  poor,  to  be  sure,  and  the  bur- 
dens and  cares  of  State  office  afford  but 
little  leisure,  and  its  slender  emoluments 
scant  means,  to  practice — even  if  dis- 
posed to  practice — the  arts  of  individual 
popularity. 
'  The  Executive  has  but  little  patronage 
at  his  disposal,  but  that  little  has  been 
impartially  distributed — not  to  further 
personal  objects,  but  to  strengthen  and 
consolidate  the  patriotic  Union  sentiment 
of  the  State. 

AVhdc  the  State  authorities  have  been 
thus  faithfully  and  earnestly  laboring,  at 
the  sacrifice  of  their  private  and  business 
interests,  to  build  up  the  Republican  par- 
ty on  fii-m  foundations  of  popular  confi- 
dence, this  miserable  junta  of  Washing- 
ton stipendiaries,  battening  on  fat  and 
lazy  sinecures,  have  done  what  little  in 
them  lay,  to  distract,  and  demoralize, 
and  corrupt,  and  break  down  the  party, 
and  to  embarrass  and  vilify  the  State  Ad- 
ministration. 

This  long  continued  persecution  has 
finally  assumed  an  aspect  which  forces  us 
to  choose  between  a  cowardly  and  treacher- 
ous surrender  of  the  party  organization 
to  these  piratical  mutineers,  or  a  deter- 
mined resistance  to  their  insolent  preten- 
sions. 

Honor  and  duty  give  us  no  choice 
but  to  take  the  side  of  the  party  and 
its  poor  but  faithful  representatives, 
a'minst  any  corrupt  clique  of  salaried  in- 
terlopers this  side  of  kingdom  come — 
though  backed  by  all  the  patronage  on 
the  civil  list  of  the  nation — wbo  may  choose 
to  wage  a  factious  and  unjust  war  upon 
them.  To  call  the  opposition  of  these 
half-a-dozen  demagogues  a  division  of  the 
party,  is  like  calling  a  mosquito  bite   a 


through  the  Minneapolis  Atlas,  and  St. 
Paul  Pioneer,  to  construct  a  third  party 
in  opposition  to  the  Republican  Union 
organization  already  in  the  field. 

By  this  act  alone,  which  is  liable  to  be 
overlooked  in  the  magnitude  of  his  other 
derelictions,  he  has  completely  forfeited 
all  claim  to  the  confidence  or  recognition 
of  the  party. 

His  futile  attempts  at  opposition  have, 
however,  done  the  party  far  less  harm 
than  the  odium  which  he  has  thrown  upon 
it  by  the  example  of  his  own  corrupt  and 
dishonest  practices,  and  by  the  notorious 
unfitness  of  most  of  the  Federal  appoint- 
ments which  fell  to  his  share  in  the  distri- 
bution of  Federal  patronage. 

Fortunately,  his  timely  desertion  of  the 
party  has  relieved  it  of  any  responsibility 
for  the  character  of  his  appointments — 
and  we  fancy  it  will  be  slow  to  re-assume 
the  burden. 

If  there  shall  be  any  division  in  the 
party,  it  will  have  been  brought  about  by 
the  industrious  machinations  of  this  man  ; 
and  if  he  expects  to  ride  into  the  United 
States  Senate  upon  his  particular  frag- 
ment, we  are  afraid  he  will  fare  something 
like  the  man  who  started  for  New  Or- 
leans on  a  cake  of  Ohio  river  ice :  he  and 
his  "division"  will  suddenly  disappear 
about  the  same  time,  and  give  him  a  very 
cold  introduction  to  a  very  hot  place,  con- 
siderably this  side  of  his  proposed  des- 
tination.

General  :— I  have  the  honcr  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  the  part  sus- 
tained by  the  5th  Regiment  Minnesota 
Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the  engagements 
at  Corinth,  Mississippi,  on  the  3d  and  4th 
Insts. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3rd  inst.,  the 
regiment  moved  with  the  Bri^rade  from 
camp  near  Kossuth  towards  Corinth,  but, 
by  order  of  Col.  Mower,  commanding 
Brigade,  was  halted  at  the  bridge  across 
the  Tuscumbia  river  on  the  Corinth  road, 
with  orders  to  hold  the  bridge  and  guard 
Its  approaches  until  further  notice.  I  oc- 
cupied this  position  until  dark  of  that  day, 
when  I  received  orders  from  Lieutenant 
McGrorty,  acting  Aid  to  Col.  Mower,  to 
move  my  command  into  Corinth.  I  ar- 
rived about  8  P.  M.,  having  seen  no  enemy 
during  the  day.  That  night  the  regiment 
was  assigned  a  position  by  Brig.  General 
Stanley,  in  town,  near  and  parallel  to,  the 
line  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  railroad, 
fronting  towards  the  west,  the  left  resting 
near  the  depot.  The  night  waii  passed  in 
the  latter  position,  the  men  laying  on 
their  arms. 

We  were   aroused  before  dawn  on  the 
morning  of  the  4th  inst.,  by  the  discharges 
of  the  enemy's  guns,  and  the  bursting  of 
his  shells   in  the   immediate   Ylclnity  of 
where  we  lay.    One  man  of  my  regiment 
was  quite    severely  wounded  here  by  a 
fragment  of  a  shell.    At  about  9  a.  m.,  I 
was  ordered  by  Gen.  Stanley  to  deploy  one 
company,   as  skirmishers,  into  the  edge 
of  the  timber  towards  the  frcnt  and  right, 
in  obedience  to  which.  Company  A  was 
sent  forward  under  command  cf  Capt.  J. 
R.  Dart.     A  few  moments  later,  the  ad- 
vance of  the  enemy  along  our  entire  line 
was  made.     I  soon  observed  tbat  the  part 
of  our  line  running  from  near  my  right  to- 
wards the  rear,  was  giving  wav,  and  that 
the   enemy  was  rapidly   gaining   ground 
towards  the  town.  1  immediately  changed 
front,  moving  by  the  right  fljink  by  file 
right,  and  took  a  position  at  right  angles 
to"  my  former  one.     The  movement  was 
but  just  completed,  when  I  was  ordered 
by  Gen.  Stanly,  through  Major  Coleman, 
to  support   a  battery  which  hid   been  in 
position   about  four  hundred  yards  to- 
wards the  front  and  right,  but;  which  was 
being  driven  from  the  held,     i  moved  by 
the  right  flank  at  double  quick,  a  distance 
of  perhaps  two  hundred  yards.     By  this 
time  the  battery  mentioned   liad   retired 
from  the  field  entirely.  Capt.  Dee's  Mich- 
igan  Battery,  occupying  the   crest  of  a 
ridge  near  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad 
towards  the  left,  had  been  abandoned  and 
fallen  into  the  hands  ot  the  enemy.     Our 
line  for   the  distance  of  several  hundred 
yards  had   been  repulsed,  b<5came  scat- 
tered and   was   rapidly  retre;iting.     The 
enemy,  in  considerable  numbers,  had  al- 
ready entered  the  streets  of  the  town  from 
the  north,  and   was  pushing   vigorously 
forward.     His  flank  was  presented  to  the 
line  I  had   formed,  which  exposed  him  to 
a  most  destructive  fire,  and  which  the  5th 
Minnesota  delivered  with  deadly  effect. 
After  receiving  and  returning  a  number 
of  volleys,  the  enemy  began  to  fall  back. 
I  then   moved  forward  in  line  at  a  nm, 
pressing  hard  upon  the  enemy,  who  was 
flying  in  great  confusion.     I   moved  on 
outside  the  town,  and  halted  on  the  crest 
of  a  ridge  to  the  left  of,  and  on  a  line 
with  the  former  position  of  the  battery  I 
was  ordered  to  support,  rega  ning,  mean- 
time, possession  of  the   abandoned  guns 
of  the " '^''-"   ~ 


Michigan  Battery.  The  enemy 
continued  his  retreat  under  a  galling  fire 
from  our  guns,  and  the  artillery  of  the 
forts  on  the  left,  until  lost  sight  of  in  the 
woods  in  our  front,  when  he  re-formed, 
and  again  advanced  in  considerable  force. 
I  at  once  opened  upon  hiui  a  hot  fire 
which,  with  the  fire  from  along  the  line 
upon  my  right,  which  had  now  rallied  and 
was  re-forming,  arrested  his  progress, 
and  soon  drove  him  back  under  cover  of 
the  timber.  , 

About  forty  prisoners  fell  into  our 
hands,  and  large  numbers  of  killed  and 
wounded  marked  the  line  of  the  enemy's 
retreat.  The  regiment  expended  near  fifty 
rounds  of  ammunition.  I  feel  authorized 
in  referring  especially  to  the  coolness  and 
courage  of  the  officers  and  men  of  my 
command,  and  theirgeneral  good  conduct 
during  the  action

had  been  circulated  days  before  that  the 
enemy  were  approaching  in  heavy  force, 
and  I  suppose  this  small  force  was  sent 
out  as  a  reconnoitering  party  and  to 
check  the  advance  of  the  enemy,  thereby 
continually  retiring  to  our  breastworks. 
As  I  was  not  legally  reinstated  in  my 
command  and  yet  most  too  lame  for  any 
hard  work,  Lieut.  Clayton  was  sent  with 
that  section,  I  retaining  the  other  in  the 
Fort.  They  went  as  far  as  Chevalla  that 
evening,  when  they  found  the  enemy  en- 
tering the  town  firom  the  opposite  side. 
Not  strong  enough  to  offer  much  resist- 
ance, our  forces  fell  back  about  a  mile 
and  took  up  camp  for  the  night.  On  the 
2nd  day,  there  was  skirmishing  all  day 
along  the  road,  no  artillery  engaged  on 
the  same. 

Early  on  Tuesday  morning,  the  3d, 
our  boys  opened  the  ball  with  the  two 
howitzers  and  to  judge  from  the  rapid 
succession  of  reports,  they  must  have 
been  well  to  work,  and  by  their  cool  and 
unfliching  attendance  to  their  duty  earned 
the  praise  of  the  commanding  general. 
Lt.  Clayton  has  shown  good  judgment  in 
taking  positions,  and  by  the  geneialman- 
ageuient  of  affairs  gave  evidence  that  he 
well  earned  the  confidence  you  kindly  re- 
posed In  him. 

In  the  meantime  I  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of   the  remaining   section  of  our 
battery,  together  with   a  section  of  the 
3d  Ohio  Battery.     I  planted  them   all   in 
the  Fort.     At  eight  o'clock,  a.  m.,  a  re- 
port was  sent  in  that  one  of  the  howitzers 
was  disabled,  not  by  the  fire   of  the  ene- 
my, but  by  the  weakness  of  the  carriage, 
which  broke  by  the  recoil  of  the  piece. 
As  they   could  not   drag  it  along  fast 
enough,  the  enemy  then  being  in  hot  pur- 
suit with  greatly  superior  numbers,  they 
spiked  the  piece,  throwing  it  into  a   deep 
creek,  rendering  it  useless  to  the  enemy. 
Another  piece  was  Immediately  sent  to 
replace  it.     This,  after  a  few  rounds,  was 
disabled  and  brought  to  the  rear,   when 
the  last  piece  of  the  battery  was  sent  for- 
ward.    The  battery  then  had  an  excellent 
position  across  the' railroad  and  did  great 
execution.     By  and  by,  the   little  com- 
mand became  so  exhausted  by  heat,  thirst 
and  hard  work,  that  it  became   necessary 
to  order  them   to  the  rear  and  replace 
them  by  new  troops.     But  the  enemy  soon 
became  so  numerous  that  it  made  any  fur- 
ther resistance  at  that  place  useless,  and  a 
general  retreat  was  ordered,  which  was  cai^ 
ried  out  in  good  shape.     The  musketry 
became  general  along  the  lines,   and  we 
could    discover  heavy  columns   moving 
forward.     The  enemy  planted  a  battery 
In  range   for  our   Fort   and  commenced 
throwing  shells,  which  were  well  directed, 
but  could  not  injure  us  much  behind  the 
breastworks;   we,   of   course,  were  not 
lazy  to  answer  and  onr  second  shot  si- 
lenced their  battery. 

At  4  o'clock,  p.  M.,  all  the  forces  were 
drawn  in  to  the  inner  line  of  defenses 
and  both  armies  rested  for  the  night. 
Our  battery  took  a  good  position  near 
the  Seminary  and  during  the  second  day 
of  the  fight  assisted  the  big  guns  of  the 
forts  to  clear  the  woods  across  the  abatis. 
Alter  the  enemy  were  so  deadly  repulsed 
in  their  effort  to  take  the  town,  they  com- 
menced retreating  In  their  common  way. 
by  seniling  in  a  flag  of  truce  purporting 
to  bury  their  dead. 

About  11  o'clock,  p.  M.,  I  received  or- 
ders to  have  the  remainder  of  the  battery 
ready  for  march  at  daybreak.  By  work- 
ing hard  all  night,  I  succeeded  In  repair- 
ing and  fitting  out  the  remaining  pieces, 
so  that  I  was  able  to  report  on  the  morn- 
mg  of  the  5th  with  three  guns,  one  how- 
itzer aud  two  rifle  pieces.  We  were  in 
clo-e  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  but  as  he  had 
the  advantage  of  placing  two  ri  ers  be- 
tween us  and  him,  the  bridges  across 
which  he  destroyed,  he  gained  tinae 
enough  to  escape :  his  army,  though,  in 
consequence  of  the  great  haste  he  h&d  to 
use,  was  badly  cut  up.  We  followed  as 
far  as  Ripley  and  returned  to  Corinth  on 
the  13th. 

I  am  very  liappy  to  be  able  to  report 
that,  throughout  this  horrible  fight,  our 
small  command  escaped  almost  unhurt, 
with  the  exception  of  one  man.  Corporal, 
now  Orderly  Sergeant,  Joseph  Allen, 
who  received  a  severe  wound  in  the  shoul- 
der ;  he  is  now  getting  along  very  well 
and  will  soon  be  able  for  duty. 

Our  men  behaved  nobly  and  I  could 
not  wish  a  cooler  or  more  courageous  lot 
of  men  for  service.  They  are  the  right 
material  for  artillery. 

For  a  full  organization  of  the  Battery 
about  sixty  recruits  are  needed  and  I  hope 
it  may  be  so  that  they  can  be  forthcoming.

close,  fierce  and  bloody.  The  rebels 
charged  a  batter}'  and  succeeded  in  getting 
inside  of  cannon  range,  and  it  was  left 
between  a  large  force  oi  rebels  and  a 
smaller  number  of  federal  soldiers  hand 
to  hand.  Many  of  our  brave  boys  fell, 
but  the  clay  colored  ruflians  were  repuls- 
ed. 

When  the  rebels  made  the  charge  on 
the  north   side,  the  63d  Ohio  gave  way, 
and  finally  all  our  forces  on  that  side  ske- 
daddled in  every  direction.     We  were 
held  as  a  reserve,  but  at  that  moment  were 
called  on  by  one   of  Gen.  Stanley's  aids, 
to  save  the  town.     We   marched  double 
quick  into  the  very  face  of  the  advancing 
enemy  and  formed  m  line  of  battle.     Just 
before  we  formed  some  of  our  half-breeds 
fired  on  and  kiUed  three  rebel  color-bear- 
ers in  plain  sight,  and  one  of  our  men 
was  killed.     We  then  gave  them  our  best, 
and  after  firing  five  or  six  rounds  the  ene- 
my gave  way,  and  the  little  Fifth  followed 
them  up  so  fast  that  they  were  compelled 
to  skedaddle   in  the  quickest  manner  that 
their  long  legs  could  invent.     They  how- 
ever met  their  reserves  and  re-formed  in 
■^he  edge  of  the  woods.     We  did  the  same. 
They  advanced  while  we  stood  firm   as  a 
wall,   and   after  we  opened   fire  on  them 
they  came  to  a  dead  halt.     We  could 
hear  their  officers   exhort  them  to  "  for- 
word,"  but  they  knelt  lower  and  lower 
behind  the  logs   and  brush.     Their  fire 
slackened  and  their  Colonel  was  shot  from 
his  saddle.     (This  was  Col.  Johnson,  of 
the  15th   Arkansas.)     Their  color-bearer 
placed  himself  beh'nd  a  large  oak  tree, 
and  waved  his  flag  on  one  side,  but  took 
orood  care  not  to  show  his  precious  body. 
After  remaining  for  sometime  under 
our  rifle  range,  they  returned,   leaving 
many  of  their  number  on  the  field,  dead 
or  wounded,  besides  some  who  would  not 
follow     any  longer.      Our  loss  was  six 
hundred  killed  and  thirty-three  wounded. 
When  we  charged  on  the  enemy.  General 
Rosecrans  asked  what  little  Regiment  that 
was,    and  on   being  told,    said  that  the 
Fifth  Minnesota  had  saved  the  town.  Ma-

Some 
of  the  boys  of  the  11th  Missouri,  call  us 
General  Stanley's  bully  Regiment. 

Col.  Hubbard  is  now  commanding  the 
brigade.  Col.  Mower  beinff  in  the  Hos- 
pital. It  was  an  awfid  sight  to  pass  over 
the  battle  field — men  lying  on  their  heads, 
others  with  their  heads  blown  off,  arms, 
hands  and  feet  scattered  about,  and  dead 
and  dying  lying  all  around,  some  in 
heaps.  It  was  a  sight  that  I  do  not  want 
to  see  again,  but  God  only  knows  how 
soon  it  will  again  happen.  On  Sunday 
when  we  started  to  follow  retreating  Price 
&  Co.,  the  stench  was  rising  from  some 
parts  of  the  battle  field.  We  had  a  hard 
time  running  after  Price,  took  a  great 
many  prisoners,  and  had  to  march  night 
and  day.  I  was  so  sleepy  sometimes  that 
I  could  go  to  sleep  walking  if  I  would  al- 
low myself.  We  went  as  far  as  Ripley, 
but  have  at  last  been  allowed  to  rest.  I 
captured  two  secesh  swords. 

Lieut.  Col.  Gere  is  very  much  liked. 
He  is  commanding  the  regiment.  We 
are  getting  very  anxious  about  the  three 
companies  in  Minnesota,  because  the  au- 
thorities threaten  to  unite  us  with  some 
other  regiment,  on  account  of  our  small 
size ;  but  if  they  arrive  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  danger  of  our  being  united 
with  some  other  United  States  milita. 
We  always  had  to  do  the  duty  of  a  full 
regiment. 

1  was  talking  with  a  secesh  the  other 
day  whose  face  appear  to  be  familiar. 
He  asked  me  what  my  name  was,  and  I 
told  him.  He  told  me  he  was  one  of  Gen. 
Rosecrans'  spies.  His  name  is  Conger, 
lie  used  to  work  on  Bromley's  farm,  near 
St.  Paul.  He  has  been  in  the  Southern 
jails  for  a  long  time,  and  is  now  suffering 
from  a  severe  wound.  He  was  present 
when  Pierre  Dufort  and  Baptiste  Char- 
rette  were  hung  for  trying  to  escape  to 
their  homes  In  Minnesota.

We  have  been  permitted  to  copy  tbe 
following  letter  from  a  private  in  the 
Fifth  Minnesota  Regiment,  which  enacted 
so  creditable  a  part  in  the  recent  engage- 
ment at  Corinth : 

Corinth,  Miss.,  Oct.  15, 1862. 

We  are  now  in  camp  about  half  a  mile 
south  of  the  Tishomingo  House,  on  the 
cast  side  of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Railroad,  where  we  have  been  since  the 
afternoon  of  the  12th.

Seventeen 
negroes,  most  of  them  free,  had  been 
hung,  copies  of  northern  newspapers  hav- 
ing been  found  upon  them  containing 
President  Lincoln's  proclamation  to  lib- 
erate the  slaves.  The  terror  of  the  wbtes 
is  reported  to  be  beyond  description.  It 
18  said  that  the  negroes  of  the  different 
counties  around  Culpepper  are  all  en- 
gaged in  a  conspiracy  for  a  general  insur- 
rection." 


Louisville,  October  23. 

On  Sunday  Gen.  Forrest,  with  a  con- 
siderable force  of  rebel  cavalry,  com- 
menced crossing  the  Cumberland  river. 
His  advance  was  one  thousand  strong, 
and  he  encamped  on  the  Gallatin  Pike, 
seven  miles  north  of  Nashville.

And  the  let- 
ter plainly  inilicates  Gen.  Scott's  prefer- 
ence for  cither  submission  or  permitting 
secession. 

Now  if,  as  has  often  been  said,  Scott's 
policy  was  bequeated  to  and  accepted  by 
McC'lellan,  it  is  a.matter  of  course  that 
the  disciple  has_no  more  heart  to  fight  or 
intention  to  win,  than  liis  master  had.

Cairo,  Oct  20.— The  steamer  Eugene 
arrived  from  Memphis  this  forenoon.  On 
her  up  trip  she  carried  a  force  to  Islaml 
No.  21,  where  the  Continental  and  Dickey 
were  fired  into,  with  mstructions  from 
Gen.  Shei-nian  to  lav  waste  the  entire 
country.  When  the  luigene  left  this  was 
being  done  satisliu'torily. 

Gen.  Sherman  selected  by  lot  the  names 
of  twenty  secesh  families  in  Memphis, 
and  ordered  them  placed  outside  the  Fed- 
er:U  lines — ten  for  each  boat  fired  into. 

The  Eugene  brought  Walerhouse's  Chi- 
cago Battery  and  the  Seventy-sixth  Ohio 
up"  to  Island  No.  21,  where  they  were 
landed  to  punish  the  rebels  who  fired  into 
the  steamers  Dickey  and  Continental. 
Thev  have  instructions  to  destroy  every- 
thinji  in  the  neighborhood.

It  can  very  readily  he  per- 
ceived, bv  a  glance  at  the  map,  that  ICosecrans 
forces,  massed  around  Corinth,  and  communica- 
ting with  ti  rant's  army  at  Memphis,  were  favoi-a- 
bly  situated  either  to  prevent  a  junction  of  our 
armies,  or  to  operate  upon  tUo  tlauk  and  rear  ol 
Uragg's  column.  Hence  the  necessity  to  detect; 
the  lederal  aruiv  ut  Corinth  in  order  to  accom- 
plish the  purpose,  or  to  keep  it  employed  in  order 
to  prevent  the  oilier.  The  movement  against 
Rosecrans  was  thus  a  military  necessity.  It  is 
auieuaWe  to  criticism  only  as  to  its  direction.  It 
IS  po.sible  that  another  line  of  advance  might 
iiave  l^een  atteudcd  with  greater  success ;  but  ol 
this  we  have  no  means  ot  judging.  The  telegraph, 
indeed,  informs  us  tliat  onlv  one  of  our  Cienerals 
was  sanguine  of  success  in  t'iie  attack  on  Ortrluth, 
and  ihui  he  aloae  is  responsible  for  its  results. 

The  telegram  which  reached  us  yesterday  leav^ 
no  doubt  that  the  contiict  at  Cortuth  was  obsti- 
nate and  bloodv .  Nor,  unhappily,  does  it:  leave 
room  for  doubt  that  our  forc<s  were  deleated— 
hailly  <U'feate«l— aud  driven  Iwck  many  miles  from 
the  fielil  of  battle.  If  the  reporter  has  not  uxap- 
geratod  the  facts,  our  losses  must  have  betu  ter- 
riiic.  L)ivi.sions  api)ear  to  have  been  reduced  to 
brigades,  and  brigades  to  regiments.  Several 
distinguished  oflicers  were  killed,  others  wound- 
ed. N  o  estimate  is  given  of  the  actual  loss  on 
•ilher  >ide;  but  there  seems  little  reason  to  doubt 
that,  while  ours  was  very  heavy,  the  obstinacy 
with  wh'.ch  the  battle  was  fought,  and  the  steady 
valor  of  our  men,  must  have  entailed  a  serious 
loss  uiH)U  t\w  enemv.  If,  as  we  believe,  our  men 
fought  Willi  couragi'?  against  overwhelming  num- 
bers, we  have  the  eoi..-olation  of  knowing  lliai 
their  failure  is  not  attended  with  disgrace. 

What  result.- are  to  How  from  this  untoward 
event,  we  cannot  as  yet  rightlv  estimate.  It  is 
plain,  however,  iha'.  the  iuiinedi.Ue  object  of  our 
movement  has*  tiiiieil,  and  that  the  j>Jaa  of  our 
catnpaign  in  Mi8sis»ipi>i  ha^  heeu  sorioualy  dis- 
turbed. i^Uergy,  coumge  ami  skill  may.  ivpatr 
onr  losses,  and  atone  for  our  defeat ;  but  We  can- 
not disguise  the  fact  that  we  have  received  a  very 
enib.in.is.-iiig  and  anno  ,  ing  check.

The  qnota  of  volunteers  and  drafted 
men  apportioned  to  tliis  State  under  the 
calls  of  the  rresidcnt  since  July  2d,  was 
5,3o2  men.  The  number  of  men  who 
have  enlisted  in  our  new  regiments,  nearly 
all  for  three  years,  arc  about  4,850;  so 
that  the  number  of  men  now  wanting  to 
.complete  our  quota  is  about  five  hundred 
xnen.  Five  hundred  more  twelve  months' 
recruits  for  the  horse  regiment  will  there- 
fore saTe  our  State  from  a  draft.  If  these 
five  hundred  men  should  have  to  be 
drafted,  the  numberi  which  the  several 
t0"i't.i(.s  would  be  re«£uired  to  furnish 
would  be  about  as  follows  : 

Dakota,  30:  Dodge,  48;  Fillmore,  130:  Hous- 
ton, ^i;  Isanti,  2;  Lake,  2;  Meeker.  17;  Mille 
Lac,  1;  olnwted,  70;  Bcott,  26:  Sibley,  33;  Wi- 
nona, 3tf.— Tout,  500. 

This  apportionment  may,  however,  be 
considerably  varied  as  the  complete  re- 
turns of  recruits  from  the  various  coun- 
ties for  the  regiment  of  twelve  months' 
cavalrj'  have  not  been  received. 

The  apportionment,  moreover,  is  based 
on  the  returns  of  volunteers,  reported  by 
the  several  County  Auditors,  which  may 
require  to  be  corrected  upon  a  full  com- 
parison with  the  muster  rolls.

At  the  present  election  the  Democratic 
party  makes  some  gains  in  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio  and  Indiana,  and  will,  perhaps,  also 
make  gains  in  New  York  in  November.

3  Wisco"'^'"  ^'  ^lichigan  2,  and  Missouri 
2.  Those  C^ut^'l*  ^^  are  Kentucky  1, 
Ohio  2,  New  \C^^  2,  Pennsylvania  1, 
Tennessee  2. 

Now,  the  States  in  whic.*«  t^e  R^pubU- 
cans  have  just  lost  members  or^'**'^*"'*' 
Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  are  exactly  those 
which  have  a  diminished  representatidn 
in  the  new  Congress.  Iowa,  which  has 
in  the  present  Congress  two  representa- 
tives, has  five  in  the  next.  Wisconsin, 
which  has  three  members  in  the  present 
Conjrress,  has  six  in  the  next.  And  so 
Illinois  and  Michigan  also  gain  members. 
All  these  States  are  likely  to  sUnd  firmly 
by  the  Republican  party.  The  Border 
States,  Maryland,  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee, lose  four  members  by  the  new 
apportionment ;  but  deducting  from  this 
for  the  gain  of  two  in  Missouri,  there  is 
a  Border  State  loss  of  three.

Our  neighbor  down  street  is  usually  so 
extremely  unintei-esting,  that  when  he 
does  manage  to  say  something  readably 
racy,  the  novelty  is  apt  to  be  overlooked 
in  the  dull  monotony  of  his  long-winded 
diatribes.  It  thus  happened  that,  in  the 
cursor}*  glance  we  had  leisure  to  bestow 
on  its  elaborate  demonstration  of  the 
urgent,  immediate  and  overwhelming  ne- 
cessity for  making  Senator  Rice  a  Major 
General  to  command  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment of  the  Northwest,  we  noticed  only 
the  Secession  manifesto  in  the  concluding 
sentence,  and  overlooked  the  penultimate 
joint  in  the  tail  of  that  venomous  rattle- 
snake. As  it  is  a  decided  novelty,  in  its 
way,  we  cannot  refuse  our  readers  the 
benefit  of  so  choice  a  sensation.

If  Governor  Ramsey  suffers  a  soldier  of  this 
State  to  bo  withdrawn  until  this  matter  is  satis- 
fkctorily  settled,  the  blood  of  his  thousand  mur- 
dered constituents  will  cry  out  against  him,  and 
the  arms  of  their  liviitg  kin  be  raiaedfor  hi*  de- 
struction.

One  tall  lady  in  black— a 
widow,  or  rather  the  tragic-queen  style, 
descended  the  marble  steps,  staring  most 
earnestly  on  the  contents  p/  a  certificate. 
She  seemed  as  if  she  would  annihilate  it 
with  a  gaze.  She  must  possess  property 
in  New  Orleans.  Her  struggle  to  save 
her  wealth  from  confiscation,  and  her 
hate  for  the  Government,  that  had,  as  she 
supposed,  robbed  her  in  weeds,  made, 
most  likely,  the  letters  on  that  "  certi- 
ficate" burn  her  eyes  as  fire.  As  a  con- 
trast to  this,  another  widow  came,  and 
tripped  away  with  the  flippant  remark  to 
her  companions,  '  Upon  my  word,  this 
affair  has  caused  me  more  emotion  than 
when  I  stood  up  to  be  married.' " 

—  The    correspondent    of    the    New 

York  Post  writes : 

"  Vice  President  Hamlin  went  out  last  evening 
to  the  Soldier's  Home,  and  by  the  iuviution  of 
the  President,  spent  the  night  there.  The  con- 
ference between  the  two  distinguished  gentlemen 
was  upon  the  militarv  situation.  Mr.  Hamlin  re- 
presented very  frankly  to  the  President  the  uneas- 
iiies<  of  the  country  at  the  delays  of  the  army  of 
ihc  UpiKT  Potomac,  and  was  uudoubledly  in 
formed  tliat  there  is  no  disposition,  even  among 
the  leading  Generals,  to  go  into  winter  <|uarter8.

The  Id'-a  is  preposterous,  and  I  have  the 
authority  of  a  high  official  to  aeny  the  truth  of 
any  such  statement.  The  President,  Mr.  Stanton, 
and  (General  Halleck,  are  determined  to  make  a 
vigorous  fall  campaign  in  Virginia." 

The  army  correspondent  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Press,  says : 

"  The  soldiers  are  thoroughly  tired  of  campaign- 
ing, an*  anxious  to  get  home,  many  are  thus  in- 
clined to  desert,  who  would  be  perfectly  willing 
to  return  a  few  weeks  afterwards.  Lieutenant 
W.R.  Maxwell,  of  the  10th  New  Jersey,  station- 
ed at  Washin^oh,  arrested  no  less  than  527  sol- 
diers in  citizens'  dress,  endeavoring  to  enter  the 
cars  there  for  the  North.  Another  plan' for  evad- 
ing duty  has  been  to  be  made  prisoners,  and  then 
paroled." 

—  The  verdict  in  the  case  of  Mrs.  Real, 
tried  in  New  York,  for  the  murder  of 
Peter  C.  Real,  is  guilty  of  manslaughter 
in  the  third  degreee.  She  was  sentenced 
to  State  prison  for  two  years  and  six 
months.

A  naval 
authority  says  it  was  applied  to  her  be- 
cause her  length  is  290  feet. 

— ^Dispatches  from  Geij.  AfcClellan's 
headquarters  say  that  a  great  battle  is 
likely  to  come  off  very  soon.  When 
Gen.  Hancock  moved  toward  Charles- 
town,  Gen.  Woodbury's  division  crossed 
at  ^hephardstown  and  moved  toward 
Smithfield,  halfway  between  Charlestown 
and  Bunker  Hill.  He  encamped  at  night 
about  seven  miles  from  Smithfield,  having 
met  wit^  bu*  Uttle  resistance  during  the 
day.  Next  day  bis  cayalry  wet  the  cav- 
alry of  Gen.  Hancock  near  Smithfield. 
The  enemy  was  found  in  large  force  not 
far  distant,  and  it  was  believed  that  the 
rebel  generals  meant  to  give  battle  in  or 
near  tbeir  present  position.

TlM  Battle  of  Periyrtll*. 

This  battle  has  resulted  more  severely 
in  respect  to  losses  than  was  at  first  sup- 
posed. The  federal  losses  were  600 
killed  and  2,300  wounded— lotol,  2,900. 
The  rebels  admit  the  loss  of  1,300  killed, 
and  2,000  wounded— total,  o,300.  The 
rebel  force  under  Bragg  and  his  fellow 
generals  was  not  less  that  45,000,  where- 
as the  Union  army  did  not  number  more 
than  18,000.  The  rebels  captured  and 
afterward  abandoned  nine  guns,  and  took 
441  prisoners,  whom  they  paxolled.  We 
captured  seventeen  guns,  intlependently 
of  the  nine  retaken.  106,000  rounds  of 
ammunition  and  500  prisoners.  A  Louis- 
ville letter  says : 

"The  rebels  fought  on  grotmd  of  their  own 
selection,  and  the  most  advantafeous  in  that 
region.  We  repulsed  them  on  their  left  and 
drove  them  back  several  miles.  Tliey  retained  a 
foothold  on  the  battle  ground  on  cur  left  at  the 
close  of  the  engagement,  but  deemed  it  prudent 
to  retire  in  the  night  so  soon  as  they  heard  of  the 
disaster  to  their  left. 

The  summary  of  the  ftattle  and  its  results  will 
esublish  beyond  question  the  fact  that  we  gained 
a  decided  victory. 

There  remains  do  doubt  but  that  Bragg  had 
selected  tliis  spot  for  his  bati>  grot  nd  with  much 
care.  A  week  before  the  battle  he  took  posmession 
of  the  little|vllhu[e  of  Perrysville,t>vo miles  and  a 
half  beyond  the  battle  field,  ordered  everybody  to 
leave,  and  converted  the  whole  place  into  an  hos- 
pital. All  the  private  houses,  the  hotels  and  the 
churches  were  taken  and  put  in  reailiness  for  this 
purpose.  So  tliat  It  would  seem  clear  that  this 
was  not  a  chance  engagement  on  tlie  part  of  the 
rebels,  and  their  defeat  becomes  all  the  more  dis- 
graceful from  this  fact."

The  annual  Autumnal  Convention  of 
the  Unitarians  is  now  in  session  in  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.  On  Wednesday  forenoon. 
Rev.  Dr.  Bellows  delivered  an  able  and 
eloquent  sermon  before  the  convention. 
The  discourse  was  largely  devoted  to 
national  affairs,  and  as  the  distinguished 
author,  in  his  capacity  of  President  of 
the  Sanitary  Commission,  has  had  rare 
facilities  of  observing  the  operations  of 
the  Government  and  judging  of  the  prac- 
tical efficiency  of  the  machinery,  we  quote 
some  of  the  most  striking  points  of  his 
address.     Of  President  Lincoln  he  says : 

"  Givo  the  unbounded  support  of  the  people  to 
the  President.  He  deserves  it.  A  conscientious, 
sagacious  and  humane  man,  anxious  to  do  his 
duty,  exercised  wiUi  greater  trials  than  any  man 
in  the  iiulion — a  sohiury  mau  in  his  uuUivided 
resi>on6ibility,  who  has  earned  the  love  and  con- 
fidence of  the  American  people,  and  who  ought 
to  be  regarded  not  merely  as  the  four  years' 
President  of  a  party,  but  as  the  Abraham  of  a  new 
political  dispensation.  Iknow  that  his  gentleness 
lias  been  mistaken  for  indecision,  hi:>  contempt 
for  pomp  a  lackof  otScialdigiiitv.Hnd  his  patience 
and  f.oudi?ring  prudence  for  inability  toappreciate 
the  crivis.  These  micjudgnients  ai-e  not  shared 
by  tho:4e  who  know  him  nearest  and  best. 

Beneath  all  the  playfulness  of  his  mind  bums  a 
solemn  earnestness  of  patriotism ;  amid  his  pru- 
dence a  g  eat  courage;  in  all  his  gentleness  and 
compliance  a  determined  grasp  of  the  reins,  and 
a  firmness  not  inferior  to  Gen.  Jackson's,  though 
without  bis  passion  and  caprice.  I  hold  him  to 
be  a  wise,  true,  sagacious,  earn«<st  and  formida- 
ble leader.  1  wish  he  were  seconded  by  his  Cab- 
inet or  his  Generals  as  he  should  be.  The  coun- 
try must  rally  round  hiiu  and  see  that  he  is — see 
to  it  that  he  assimilates  his  servants  to  himself, 
and  makMS  the  government  do  and  be — what  the 
nation,  the  people,  desire  and  demand. 

Dr.  Bellows   points   out    some    weak 

points  in  our  political  organization  and 

character,  developed  by  the  war,  viz  : 

A  want  of  fit  national  representatives  in  Con- 
gress, Cabinet,  Bureaus,  army  and  in  all  public 
places — of  course,  with  brilliant  exceptions — but 
as  a  rule.  The  ttest  lieads,  hearts  and  wills  are 
uot  iu  public  life;  and  the  constitution  of  our 
Cabinet  is  u  source  of  infinite  weakness.  The 
heads  of  departments  hold  their  placesat  the  will 
of  the  I'restdent.  Mo  amount  of  public  distrust, 
no  vote  of  ceusure  moves  them  to  lay  down  their 
|iower.  The  whole  country  may  distrust  or  de- 
spise a  Secretary,  but  there  he  sticks  so  long  as 
the  President  chooses  to  have  him.  Vou  saw  how 
it  worked  under  Mr.  Buchauau,  who  chose  to 
have  thieves  and  traitors  iu  these  places — and  the 
country  could  uot  help  itself.  You  see  how  it 
works  now  wlieu  no  amount  of  public  dissatis- 
faction stirs  a  head  of  department  out  of  his 
place.  It  is  too  much  responsibility  aud  care  to 
ttirow  upon  the  honestest  aud  ablest  Pi-esideut. 
Uur  Cabinet  ofiicers  ought  to  retire  on  the  first 
expression  of  Congressional  distrust  of  their 
competency  for  their  places. 

1  suspect  if  one  really  knew  how  solitary  the 
President  was,  liow  Utile  the  Cabinet  n-presents 
or  has  any  policy,  or  is  a  consulting  body,  we 
.~liould  look  with  amazement  at.  the  autocratic po- 
siiiou,  and  with  the  utmost  concern  and  pity  on 
ilie  solitude  in  which  a  Presideut  o|  the  United 
States  is  placed. 

The  ine -^ousibleuess  of  the  Cabinet  to  the  na- 
tion begins  an  irresponsib.euoss  of  bureaus  to 
heads  ot  departments,  aud  of  otlicials  to  heads  ol 
bureaus — which  is  a  marked  feature  of  a  most  ter- 
rible weakness — running  through  the  civil,  and 
by  contagion  extending  to  the  military,  life  of  the 
nation.  The  absence  of  discipline  in  the  Govern- 
ment, from  the  crown  to  the  base,  is  the  most 
alarming  aspect  it  presents  to  my  eye.  Indeed, 
that  we  live  along  in  civil  aud  military  att'airs 
without  positive  ruin — with  so  little  strict  ac- 
countableuess  anywhere,  with  such  slack  and  sus- 
pended examination  into  complaints,  with  sucli 
alow  or  feeble  administration  of  penalties,  with 
such  utter  negligence  aud  inertness  in  the  estab- 
lished rules,  whether  civil  or  military — is  one  ol 
the  highest  proofs  of  the  general  good  will  aud 
good  sense  of  the  people,  who  manage  somehow 
10  get  along  In  spite  ot  such  a  dreadful  deficiency.

Fositioii     of    the    Rebel   Army. 


Bumside's    Command. 


New  York,  October  24. 

A  special  dispatch  to  the  Tribune,  says 
it  is  ascertained  that  the  current  com- 
I)Iaints  to  the  effect  that  the  army  of  the 
Potomac  lacks  necessary  supplies,  and  is 
unable  to  advance  against  the  enemy, 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  been  with- 
held, are  utterly  without  foundation. 
When  themaltcr  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  War,  he  institu- 
ted an  investigation,  which  disclosed  the 
fact  that  every  requisition  from  the  arm^ 
under  Gen.  McClellan  had  been  immedi- 
ately answered,  and  that  every  article 
called  for  had  been  promptly  delivered, 
shoes  not  accepted — this- we  are  enable  to 
state  distinctly  and  positively. 

Reports  differ  respecting  the  wherea- 
bouts of  the  great  rebel  army  of  Vir- 
ginia. The  general  opinion  among  military 
men,  is  understood  to  be  that  their  main 
body  remains  in  the  vicinity  of  Winches- 
chester. 

Intelligent  residents  of  Frederick  City, 
however,  professing  to  speak  on  ^he  au- 
thority of  deserters  and  refugees,  black 
and  white,  are  confident  that  a  litlte  more 
than  the  shell  remains  in  front  of  our 
forces,  most  of  the  rebel  army  behind  it 
having  crawled  away. 

The  circumstances  that  Bragg  has  in  like 
manner  escaped  Buell,  by  evacuating 
Kentucky,  lends  plaunibiUty  to  the  latter 
suggestion  in  reach  of  some  persons. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Tribune, 
writing  from  Bolivar  Heights,  says  that 
more  than  half  of  our  army  is  under  the 
command  of  Burnside,  in  addition  to  his 
own  corps,  the  Ninth,  The  commanders 
of  the  Second  and  Twelfth  Corps  report 
to  him. 

The  Second,  late  Sumner^,  is  under 
Maj.  Gen.  Couch. 

The  Twelfth  (Banks')  was  assigned 
three  days  ago  to  Maj.  lien.  Slocuin,  but 
while  all  these  corps  are  under  Burnside, 
the  three  remaining  ones  to  the  north  and 
west,  the  Fifth,  First  and  Sixth,  are  com- 
manded respectively  by  Fitz  John  Porter, 
Reynolds,  and  Franklin,  who  continue  to 
report  directly  to  Gen.  MeClellan. 

The  current  belief  is  that  when  the  ar- 
my of  the  Potomac  moves,  it  will  be  in 
two  bodies,  one  commanded  by  Burnside, 
and  the  other  by  McClellan  ;  one  to  take 
the  enemy  in  fro^t,  and  the  other  in  flank, 
fliis  is  probably  only  an  inference  drawn 
from  this  arrangement. 

Rebels  not  Leaving  TVinchciater. 

Npw  York,  Oct.  23. 

Rumors  fVom  Washington  stating  that 
the  rebels  are  leaving  Winchester,  are 
known  to  be  unfounded. 

Fresh  troops  are  sent  daily  from  Rich- 
mond into  the  Shanandoah  Valley,  and 
have  occupied  the  whole  line  of  the  Bal- 
timore &  Ohio  Railroad  from  Harper's 
Ferry  to  Paiton's  Cut. 

It  is  evident  that  low  water  in  the 
Potomac  operates  on  the  i^ov^ments  of 
both  armies. 

The  rebels  feel  safe  between  Martins- 
burg  and  Winchester  so  long  as  the  Po- 
tomac is  easily  fordable, 

McClellan  is  pompeUed  to  keep  his 
army  scattered  along  the  river  a  distance 
of  thirty  miles.

The  city  article  in  the  Times  says  the 
commercial  classes  in  London  are  as 
strongly  opposed  as  ever  to  any  action 
on  the  part  of  the  government  towards  a 
formal  recognition  of  the  South,  and 
hints  that  the  desire  for  recognition  comes 
rather  from  the  North  than  the  South.

The  police  have  prohibited  further

It  is  reported  that  Garibaldi  is  offended 
with  the  terms  of  the  amnesty  and  has  re- 
served the  right  of  protesting  against  it. 

Latest  kro.m  Livkkpool.— The  Daily 
News  ediloriallv  disputes  the  idea  that  the 
South  would  willingly,  in  the  event  of  a 
separation,  concede  any  of  the  border 
States,  and  adduces  evidence  tending  to 
prwive  quite  the  contrary. 

The  Morning  Post  draws  a  parallel  be- 
tween Lincoln's  government  and  that  of 
theex-Kiug  of  Naples,  and  charges  Pres- 
ident Lincoln  with  proceedings  closely 
resembling  those  which  preceded  the 
downfall  of  the  Neapolitan  throne,  and 
says  if  Francis  of  Naples  failed  pursuing 
a  similar  cQurse,  why  should  Abraham  of 
America  succeed  ? 

It  questions  whether  Europe,  in  the 
event  of  any  signal  victory  attending  the 
Confederates,  would  be  justified  in  longer 
withholding  their  recognition.

He 

ifcrauie    an  extensive  cattle    dealer,   and 

jjiiassed  immense  wealth.      His  siiccesslid 

imuucial  operalioi^s  won  tlie  tontidence  of 

Nil  hobs  Biddle,  anil  the  latter  engaged 

iu  a  sacc(«>slul  cotton  .-pec  ulationwitli  the 

iJaron.  in  whi<  h  $'.3.U0U,0<A»  were  eiearcil. 

Not  satisfied  with  this  success,  the  Baron 

and  Biddle  engaged  in  a  still  bolder  spec- 

Ld;iti(>n.     They  attempted  to  jmrchase  all 

the  beef  of   the  country  and   monopolize 

the  market.     This   scheme   aroiwed   the 

buyers    of  New  York,  Thlladelphia   and 

Baltimore,  who  lea-nvd  together  to  defeat 

he  monopolists.     The  Baron  (ailed,  and 

his  beaut iliQ  private  residence  in  the  She- 

nandoali  \'aiiey  was  sold  under  the  ham- 

nnr,  to  John  G.  ^loen,  of  llichmoud,  lor 

.S8iJ,U(X>.     The  Baron,  to  mend  his  fallen 

fortunes,  in  18l'J  went  to  California  with 

C!ommodore  Jones,  as  naval  agent  lor  the 

purchase  of  beef. 

He  subse(iucntly  engaged  in  supplying 
San  Francisco  with  beef,  and  opened  the 
largest   market  in  the   ci'y.     He  was  the 
tir.s't   man   that  attempted' the   ciiring   of 
pork  bv  a  new  process,  proving  its  prac- 
ticability— but  he  lost  a  large  amount  in 
the  operation.  Besides  these  specidations 
he   engaged  largely  in  real   estate,  made 
money  and  lost  it.      He  undertook  to  sup- 
ply the  Bacihc  Mail   Steamship  Company 
witli  beef,  prospered   a  sliort    titne.  and 
tailed  again.     At\er  exi)ericncing  the  tips 
and  downs   of  a   spi-cnlator's    career  for 
several    years,   he    became    reduced    in 
means,  and  next  made  his  appearance  in 
this  city  about  the  time  of  P'remont's  ar- 
rival, having  been  sent  tiere  by  a  party  o( 
i)eef  contractors,   at  an   engagement    of 
.•r=-'.'XJO  per  month,     lu   a  short   time  he 
was  left  liut  in    the  cold,  ending  his  days 
in  extreme  indigence,  adding  another  stri- 
king example,  in  his  career,  of  the  muta- 


General    James,  the  inventor   of  the 
terrible  projectile  which  bears  his   naine, 
is  dead.

zens, a  shell  exploded  through   careless- 
ness,   instantly     killing    one    man    and 
wounding  GenU.  James,  Creas  Berger, 
a  French  officer,  and  others;     It  was  not 
then  supposed  that  Gen'l.  James'  wound 
was  mortal.and  the  sad  sequel  wUl  startle 
as  well  as   grieve  the  community.      The 
honored  deceased  was   in  the  fifty-eighth 
year   of  his   age.     He  was  not  a  gradu- 
ate of  West  Point,  nor  did  he   hold   aJ»y 
rank  in  the  United  States  Army,  the  title 
"general"  being  accordetl  to  him  by  the 
press  and  public  as  a  token  of  regard,  and 
of  a{)preciation   of    his    inventive   skill. 
During  a  great  portion  of  his   honored 
■  and  useful  career,  he   resided  in   Rhode 
Island,   of  which  State,    we    believe,  he 
was   a  native.      His  name  has   been  so 
identified  with  the  inventive   progress  ol 
our  country,  cspeciall\  in  the  tlepartment 
of  ordmnee.  that   his'lo^s  will  be  keenly 
felt,  as  his  memory  will  long  be  cherished.

Brig.  Gen.  Wm.  B.  Tcrrill,  reported 
killed  at  Perryville,  was  a  native  of  Vir- 
ginia, lie  graduated  at  West  Point  in 
18  IU.  Li  1-S';;)  he  wa.s  brevetted  a  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant  in  the  Third  Artillery. 
Two  years  afterwards  he  acted  as  Assist- 
ant Prufcs.-or  of  Mathematics  at  the  Jlili- 
tary  Academy  at  West  Point.  In  180G 
he  was  promoted  to  a  ilrst  Lieutenancy  in 
the  Fourth  Artillery.  He  was  sent  West 
with  his  battery,  and  fought  during  the 
campaign  in  Tennessee. 

Colonel  and  Acting  Brigadier  Wm.  H. 
Lytic,  also  killed  at  Perryville,  was  a  na- 
tive ol  Ohio.  He  served  as  a  Lietitenant 
sn  tlie  Mexican  war;  was  elected  Colonel 
of  the  Tenth  Ohio  Uegimentat  the  break- 
inir  out  of  this  war,  and  served  under 
(jeii.  MeClellan  in  Western  Virginia. 
He  fought  gallantly  at  Rich  ISIountain, 
and  was  wounded  in  the  tiilair  at  Sum- 
iiHTvillc.  He  was  ordered  to  Kentucky 
in  November,  1861. 

Gen.  James  S.  Jackson  was  a  Ken- 
tuckian.  He  also  served  with  credit  in 
Mexico.  When  the  rebellion  broke  out, 
he  commanded  the  Tlilrd  Kentucky  Cav- 
alry, and  was  pi-oinoted  as  Briga<!ier  in 
August  Inst,  and  took  command  of  the 
Ninth  division  of  Gen.  MeCook's  army. 
Gen.  Jackson  was  a  lawyer^  and  was  very 
promiiM-nt  in  Kentucky  polities;

Of  the   causes  that   have   produced   this 
most  untbrtunate  result  we  iiave  not  much 
to  say.     But  one  of  the  causes  is  so  plain, 
and  its  influence  so  direct,  that  we  cannot 
pass  it  without  a  word.     The  terrible  in- 
eihciency  with  which  the   war  has   been 
conducted,  has  done  more  than  all  else  to 
dissatisfy  and  alienate   the  people   from 
tl»«  administration.     They  see  their  blood 
spilled,  their  money  wasted,  and  they  see 
no  result   at   all  commensurate  with  the 
fearful  outlay.     They  naturally  turn  away 
from    an    administration    that  takes   so 
much  and  gives  so  little. 

Yet  never  was  anything  more  grossly 
unjust  than  the  visitation  of  this  great 
wron"  on  the  administration.  Every  man 
who  has  held  a  guiding  place  in  the  man- 
a^'cmetit  of  the  war  is  a  Democrat.  Dem- 
ocratic generals  command  our  army,  and 
a  Democrat  is  commander  in-chief.  Me- 
Clellan is  a  Democrat,  so  is  Buell,  and  so 
is  Halleck.  And  to  these  three  men  more 
than  aU  others  together  is  due  the  worn 
out  patience  and  wearied  heart  of  this 
nation.  They  have  controlled  this  war. 
It  has  been  in  their  hands  almost  from 
the  beginning.  The  President  has  abdi- 
cated liis  own  judgment  and  left  these 
officers  to  have  full  sway  of  the  army. 
What  have  thfy  done  with  it?  Nothing 
htit  kill  it.  Aiid  for  this  failure  the  ad- 
ministration is  blamed  and  punished. 
Nothing  could  be  more  outrageously  un- 
just. 

Another  cause   contributed,    or  rather 
created  this  defeat.     Without  it  all  other 
causes  would  have  been  feeble.     The  ab- 
sence of  80,000  Union  voters  in  the  army 
is  the  over-maKtcring  catise  of  the  catas- 
trophe.    If  they  had   been  at  home  the 
Union  ticket  would  have  swept  the  State 
by  60,000  majority.     In  this  last  levy   of 
3l)0,000   volunteers  there  were  almost  no 
Democrats.     A  few  volunteered,  but  not 
one  in  twenty.     In  the  70th  regiment, 
which  was  chiefly  raised  in  this  county, 
there  were  not  fifty  Democrats  altogether. 
This  vast  abstraction    from    the   Union 
strength  was   enough   of  itself  to   defeat 
us.     The  Democrats  understood  this  well, 
and  kept  their  men   at  home.     Thus   it 
came  that,/a'e-.fix  lis  of  the  last  levy  were 
Union  Democrats  and  Republicans.     No 
party  can  stand  up  against  each  a   tre- 
mendous loss  as  this.     Our  only  wonder 
i»  that  w«  were  not  beatea  worse.

:Mar*hall.  dated   at  his  camp,   ten  miles 
west  of  Big  Sioux,  we  learn  that  he  was 
then  on  his  return   from  a  successful  ex- 
pedition   in  pursuit  of  the  Sioux,  to   a 
point  half  way   between   the   Big  Sioux 
aiid  James  Rivers,  where  he  had  captured 
about  150  Indians,  including  30  warriors. 
This  capture  was  made  on  Friday  morn- 
ing,  the    17th    inst.,  by   Col.  MarshaU, 
without  any  fighting,  with   a  fon-e  of  for- 
ty-eight  mounted   men   and  a   mountain 
bowiuer.     Leaving   his    infantrj- behind, 
he  pressed  on  afler  the  retreating  Indians, 
and,  by  a  rapid  march,  succeeded  in  bag- 
ging the  whole  body.     At   the  time  of 
writing,    the  gallant  Colonel   was  on  his 
way  to   General   Sibley's   camp  with  his 
captives,  having  sent  a  courier  ahead  for 
jupplies  and  provisions  to  meet  him  on 
the  way,  his  own   suppUes  being  nearly 

exhausted.

Hon.  Wm.  Windom  lias  served  two 
terms  in  CongrMs  with  honor  to  himself, 
to  his  party,  and  to  the  State.  His  record- 
ed votes  and  speeches  in  that  body  show 
that,  amidst  all  the  fluctuations  of  feeling 
and  opinion  which  agitated  the  coancils 
of  the  natioa  during  the  tempest  of  reve- 
lation, he  has  maintained  a  firm  and  con- 
sistent com  se  in  the  straight  line  of  patri- 
otic duty.

Caibo,  October  21. 

On  Saturday  morning  some  twenly-Cve 
rebels  fired  into  the  steamer  Chotonhala, 
thirty  miles  below  Memphis  and  almost 
opposite  Fort  Pickering,  wounding  First 
Engineer  Badger,  of  St.  Louis,  and  put- 
ting balls  through  the  clothes  of  several 
other  persons. 

On  Saturday  night,  while  the  steamer 
Gladiator  was  loading  cotton  at  Council 
Bend,  twenty -five  miles  below  Memphis, 
she  was  boarded  by  a  small  band  of  reb- 
els, who  commenced  depredations  by 
mortally  wounding  the  firemen  and  killing 
First  Engineer  McKee,  of  Leclaire,  Iowa. 
They  then  set  fire  to  bales  of  hay  and  a 
bale  of  cotton  in  the  fire-room. 

One  federal  officer  was  killed,  and  six 
or  eight  other  persons  were  wounded. 

Capt.  Irwin  ran  down  from  the  texas, 
saying,  "My  God,  is  there  no  one  to 
back  this  boat  out?"  Engineer  Joseph 
Connelly,  of  St.  Louis,  who  was  a  pass- 
enger, said  he  would  do  or  die.  He  slid 
down  one  of  the  log-chains,  and  succeed- 
ed in  getting  her  from  shore.

They  were 
then  forced  to  run  down  the  cr«ek  and 
cross  at  the  mill-dam,  where  the  enemy 
had  a  commanding  position.

The  audience  which  assembled  to  hear 
Gen.  Prentbs  last  evening,  says  the  Chi- 
cago Tribune  of  the  22d,  was  large  and 
enthusiastic  beyond  precedent.    The  hall 
was  densely  packed,  and  hundreds  upon 
hundreds  were  unable  to  gain  admittance, 
or  even  get  into  the  hall-way.    The  occa- 
sion was  one  of  unusual  interest,  from 
the  fact  that  the  gallant  Gen.  Ben.  Pren- 
tiss. Col.  Lynch  and  Capt.  Gregg,  of  the 
68th  Illinois,  and  other  prisoners   cap- 
tured upon  the  hard-fought  field  of  Shiloh. 
were  present,  and  had  promised  to  ad- 
dress the  meeting.     Dr.  Brainard,  War 
Democrat,  was  called  to  preside  over  the 
meeting,  and  was  received  with  hearty 
enthusiasm.    The  President  briefly  and 
appropriately  introduced  Gen.  Prentiss  as 
the  first  speaker.    The    General    came 
forward  amid  avery  whirlwind  of  applause, 
ilats    were  tossed    aloft,   handkerchiefs 
waved  by  the  ladies,  and  cheer  after  cheer 
given  for  the   gallant  hero.     Few  men 
ever  received  such   an  ovation;  one  so 
spontaneous,  so  enthusiastic  and  jubilant.

We  have  not  enough,  stnmge 
as  it  may  seem  to  you,  for  they  have  too 
many  friends  up  here,  [immense  ap- 
plause, and  cries  of  "  That's  true."]  1 
will  prove  that  to  you  by  the  record  to- 
ni'dit.  This  people  have  hissed  into  my 
ear,  time  and  again,  -We  wish  this  to 
.it come  a  war  of  extermination."  Ihey 
lave  a  policv  in  that.  What  it  is  I  can- 
not tell,  unless  they  think  by  makmg  it 
a  war  of  extermination,  some  foreign 
power  mav  interfere  in  their  behalf.  Fur- 
thermore,'they  told  me,  "Sir,  we  have 
more  friends  in  Illinois  than  you  have 
Union  men  in  the  South."

"There   is   however,    evidently  m   the 
West  and   particularly  in   Ohio,   Indiana 
and  Illinois,  a  strong   opposition   to  the 
present  war  upon   the  South.     The   tone 
ofthe  press  in   those  States,    the   public 
incetin«Ts,  andthe  Demoa-atic Conventions, 
all  prove  this  concusively.     This   feeling 
does  not  display  itself  as  boldly  opposed 
to  the  war  per  se,  but  assumes  the    form 
of  opposition   to    abolitioni.sin.    coercion 
and  subjugation.

Col.  Lynch,  of  the  5th  Illinois  regi- 
ment, one  of  the  returned  prisoners  also, 
was  loudly  called  for  and  came  forward 
amid  a  whirlwind  of  applause.

You  may  talk  about  the  unconstitu- 
tionality of  the  Pnaident's  proclamation. 
I  tell  you  if  that  proclamation  is  lived  up 
to,  it  will  prove  the  hardest  blow  this  re- 
bellion has  yet  received.  But  to  make 
this  proclamatiom  effective,  it  must  have 
the  support  of  the  people,  and  no  loyal 
man  will  refuse  it  his  support. 

The  Southern  people  are  not  going  to 
give  up  until  they  are  thoroughly  whipped, 
and  they  never  will  be  whipped  while 
every  slave  is  equal  to  one  of  our  soldiers. 
Tke  negroes  are  the  he^t friends  we  have. 
You  cannot  depend  upon  Union  leeling 
in  the  South.  The  white  trash  are  against 
us.  They  have  been  made  to  believe 
that  the  negroes  would  become  their 
equals  if  the  South  were  conquered,  and 
in  many  instances  they  are  their  equals  if 
not  their  superiors.  When  we  elevate 
these  men,  when  they  fill  the  places  of 
the  vaunted  aristocracy  ofthe  South  then 
they  will  be  Union  men.  They  fight 
mighty  hard  and  with  the  energy  of  des- 
pefration,  while  our  soldierB  cannot  fight 
well,  because  there  are  men  here  throwing 


—John  Van  Boren,  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing in  New  York  read  a  letter  written

In    g^QQ  j 
this  letter  three  Generals  are  named  as 
types  of  a  leader  who  might  have    con- 
quered the  rebellion  at  its  outset,.  Wolfe, 
Desaix,  and  Hoche.    The    Boston  Trav- 
eller, in  a  brief  historic  sketch  of  these 
warriors,  says  Wolfe  was  killed  in  his 
victory  before  Quebec  on  the  Heights   of 
Abraham.    Desaix  was  the  French  Gen- 
eral who  brought  his  troops  so  opportune- 
ly on  to  the  field  of  Marengo,  and  helped 
convert  defeat  into  victory,  dying  him- 
self on  the  field  of  which  he  had  changed 
the  event,     and     with    it    the    world's 
destinies.     He  was  one  of  the  ablest  of 
French  Republican  commanders .     Lazare 
Iloche  was  a  young  Frenchman,  who  was 
a  non-commissioned  officer  when  the  rev- 
.olution  broke  out,  and  he  so  distinguished 
himself,  both  in   council   and  in  action, 
that  he  became  commander  of  an  army  at 
five-and-twenty     Twice  he  was  arrested 
in  the   days   of  the  Terror,  and  nothing 
but  the  fall  ofthe  Terrorists  saved  \ua  life 
on  the  occasion  of  his  second  arrest.    In 
the  Vendean  War,  he  was   conspicuous 
alike  for  military  skill,  political  sagacity, 
and  humanity;  and  he  virtually  put  an 
eod  to  tliat  contest  by  his  firmna8«„  ener» 
Ty,  and   powers   of  conciliation.     It  was 
probably   his    Vendean    campaign   thai 
General    Scott    was   thinking    of  when 
he  wrote  his  name,  as  the  war  in  La  Ven- 
dee was  a  civil  conflict,  something  like 
ours,  only  more  savage  iu  its  incidents. 
Pen.   Hoche   was   much   connected  with 
the  plans  that  were  formed  for  the  inva- 
sion of  Ireland,  and  nothing  but  a  tremen- 
dous storm  prevented  his  landing  in  that 
country  with  a  large  force,  in  1796.     Ap- 
pointed to  the   command    of  the   army 
of    the    Sambre-et-Meuse,    he    entered 
Germany,   and  defeated  the  Austrians ; 
but  the    return   of   peace    put    an   end 
to  his  military  career.     His  attention  was 
a^ain  turned  to  Ireland,  and  he  was  pre-
